P it t s b u r g , May 
31st.—Tbe 
flood 
at 
Johnstow n has resulted in aD awful catas­ 
trophe. 
It is said that the reservoir above 
the town broKe about 5 o’clock this even­ 
ing and an im m ense volum e of water 
rushed down to the city, carrying w ith it 
death and destruction. House's with their 
occupants were swept away and m any 
people drowned. 
There is no com m unication w ith Johns­ 
town, but the telegraph operator in the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Tower at Sang H ol­ 
low, twelve miles this side of Johnstow n, 
says at least seventy-five dead bodies have 
floated past. The wires are all down, and 
no trains are running east of Blairsville. 
w hich is about twenty-five miles west of 
Johnstow n. There is no way to get to the 
scene of the disaster and full particulars 
can hardly be obtained to-night although 
every effort is being made to do so. There 
w ill be no train through to the East before 
to-morrow. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


. P it t s b u r g , May 31st—A sudden freshet 
is reported in the North Fork river, east of 
Johnstow n, Pa., in the Allegheny m ount­ 
ains. Two-thirds of Johnstow n is said to 
be under water, and railroad and telegraph 
poles are washed out. 
Pittsburg lias bad 
no wire com m unication with Johnstow n 
for three hours. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


G r e e n s b u r g (Pa.). May 31st.—A report 
has just been received here that the great­ 
est portion of Johnstow n has been flooded 
and hundreds of lives lost. Houses are 
floating about, and people who are free are 
panic-stricken and fleeing to the m ount­ 
ains. At a point near New Florence eighty- 
five persons have been seen floating down 
the river on drift-wood. One report comes 
that but two roofs of houses in Johnstow n 
can be seen. 
The Covetown and New 
Florence bridges have been washed down 
stream , and ail the buildines along the 
Conemaugh between 
New Florence and 
Johnstow n have been carried away. The 
railroad towers have been abandoned by 
the operators. 


TWO HUNDRED d e a d b o d ie s . 


P it t s b u r g , May 31st.—The latest reliable 
inform ation received from Johnstow n of­ 
ficials comes through the Pennsylvania 
Railroad offie:a!s, who aver that over two 
hundred dead bodies have been counted 
floating down the stream at Johnston 
alone, while along the line ntaDy additional 
lives have been icst. It is asserted there 
are but two houses in Johnston proper 
entirely above the water line. A special 
train bearing Pennsylvania Railroad of­ 
ficials and Associated Press correspondent 
ha3 left this city for the scene. Telegraphic 
com m unication is entirely cut off, and u n ­ 
til the lines are repaired and operators 
with the necessary instrum ents open up at 
the nearest point, but little reliable infor­ 
m ation can be obtained. 


e n t i r e f a m i l i e s d r o w n e d . 


B r a d d o c k (Pa.), May 31st.—En routeto 
the scene of the disaster, the telegraph 
wires being down absolutely for six or 
seven miles beiow the immediate scene of 
the disaster, and being in an unworkable 
shape for three or four miles distant, it was 
at least half-past 7 before an accurate out­ 
line of the effect of the tidal wave could be 
learned. 
The chief officials of the P itts­ 
burg end of the main line of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad received most of their first 
inform ation from the signal tower at Sang 
Hollow, six miles west of Johnstow n. At a 
quarter of 8 o’clock a boy was rescued by 
rue men in the signal tower of the railroad 
company. 
His name is unknow n, but he 
said that with his father, mother, brother 
and two sisters be was swept over the breast 
of the new stone railroad bridge at Johns­ 
town, that the boat capsized a few seconds 
later, and they were all drowned so far as 
he could tell. 
The railroad operator officially reports 
that before dark they were able to count 
119 persons clinging 
to buildings and 
wreckage or drowned and floating in the 
current. 
If this inform ation is to be 
credited the damage in the town proper 
m ust be in the nature of a clean sweep. As 
early as 1 o'clock an alarm was sent to 
Johnstow n that there was danger from the 
dam . T he railroad officials were notified 
and in a very short tim e began to carry 
people from :be town to places of safety on 
the regular trains and hastily improvised 
rescuing trains. 
Superintendent Pitcairn 
of the W estern Division of the Pennsylva­ 
nia Railroad was on bis way to the South 
Fork and was notified of the im pending 
trouble. 


TWO YOUNG LADIES DROWNED. 


T y r o n e (Pa . May 3lst.—The Juniata 
river has overflowed its banks at this place 
and flooded the entire southern portion of 
the city, causing 
great 
destruction to 
propertj', and the people living in the 
flooded districts had to be reniuved fiom 
their homes in wagons to places of safety. 
All railroads en'ering this place are greatly 
damaged by the floods. 
The water was 
never known to be so high at this place. 
At Cartnensville one m an was drowned 
and at Clearfield '.wo young ladies were 
drowned in trying to escape front the 
flooded district. 
Susquehanna river overflowed its banks 
at Clearfield and the entire plnce is under 
water aud all means of escape are cut off. 
Many people took refuge in the Court­ 
house and opera house. This eveaiug it 
is still raining hard aud the waters are ris 
ing rapidly. 


EN TIR E VILLAGE DESTROYED. 
Greensburg Pa . May 31st.—Johnstown 
is completely submerged, and the loss of 
life is inestim able. 
H ousesare going down 
the river by dozens, and people can be seen 
clinging to their roofs. 
At Camptown V il­ 
lage several hundred of the inhabitants' 
houses are alm ost entirely covered, and a 
great m any dwellings at Blairsville are 
submerged. Scarcely a dwelling in the 
vicinity of Sank Hollow can be seen 
The 
bridges at Bolivar and Niñera, it is re­ 
ported, have given away, and that Salts- 
burg. it is feared will be carried awav. Peo­ 
ple here who have friends in the flooded 
district are eagerlv waiting lor news at the 
telegraph office. Great uneasiness prevails. 
T he river at Livermore is rising, aud great 
destruction will follow. 


WAS IT A WATER SPOUT. 
P h ila d e lp h ia . May 31st.—All the wires 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, west of Wil- 
m ore Station on the Pittsburg Division, 
twenty-five miles west ot Altoona, have 
been down since 8 a . m .. and consequently 
inform ation in regard to the break west of 
that place is very meager. 
Enough has 
been learned, however, to indicate that the 
rush of water is the worst ever known in 
that section. The Chicago Limited Epress, 
v hich left New York at 9 o'clock this 
m orning, tbe fast line leaving there at the 
sam e hour, and the train leaving that city 
at 8 o’clock last night are all blockaded. 
“Sucb a thing has never been heard of be­ 
fore,” said tbe railroad Superintendent to­ 
night, "and nothing short of a water-spout 
could have caused such damage." Lillys 
is a little m ining town ot about 300 or 400 
inhabitants. 
For w ater to rise 
high 
enough to obstruct the passage of trains is 
unprecedented. 
"A dispatch has just been received by 
m e." said the Superintendent, “ which says 
that the w ater is rushing over the tiaeks at 
a height of at least five feet above tbe rotd- 
bed. and this I say could be brought about 
bv nothing short of a water-spont. I have 
no doubt that if our operator at Sang Hol­ 
low said he saw bodies from Johnstow n 
floating down tbe river, as reported in tbe 
Associated Press bulletin, that it is true, as 
his tower is located right on the bank of 
th e river.” 
RAILROAD BRIDGES SW EPT AWAY. 


C h ic a g o , May 31st.—At 10:30 to-night a 
dispatch was received by General Manager 
Pugh dated at W ilmore.from tbe conductor 
of tbe east-bound New York and Chicago 
lim ited, which left Pittsburg at 7 o'clock 
this m om io?, saving the train was safe and 
that all were well on board. 
Mr. Pugh in ­ 
ferred from this that the limited was latd 
c p somewhere west of Lilly s. The con­ 
ductor reported that the bridge at the South 


Fork was washed away, and expressed an 
opinion that all the bridges between South 
Fork sml Johnstow n would be swept away. 
The Chicago and New York day express 
and all other east-bound trains "are sup­ 
posed to be laid up between Cresson and 
Pittsburg. 
When Mr. Pugh was shown a copy of 
the Associated Press dispatch from Pitts­ 
burg announcing the breaking of the dam 
near Johnstow n, he said that this report 
confirmed a dispatch received from Wil- 
more to-night, which stated it was reported 
to the Pennsylvania Railroad operator 
there that the Sonth Fork dam had broken 
and the water had carried away the “coal 
tipple” and the “ telegraph tower” at South 
Fork Station, and also a portion of the 
east-bound freight train. 
The telegraph operator was in the tower 
and managed to escape, but several of the 
train hands are reported drowned. The 
reservoir or dam at the South Fork, which 
is said to have burst with such terrible re­ 
sult. was described by a gentleman ac­ 
quainted with the locality in which it was 
situated for the old Pennsylvania canal. It 
has been owned for several years by a 
num ber of Pittsburg gentlemen who used 
it as a fishing ground. 
The gentleman who gave this inform a­ 
tion said if the report of the bursting of 
the dam was true, he had no doubt that 
the damage and loss of life is fully as great 
as indicated in the dispatches. The con­ 
ductor of tbe east-bound New York limited 
express, who reported the safety of his 
train, also said that the report had reached 
him of the breaking of the dam. General 
Mauager Pugh said to-night that he could 
not understand what was m eant when he 
received the dispatches announcing the 
damage to the tracks at Lilly’s. 


R A G IN G 
R IV E R S . 


A ll R a ilr o a d T raffic T h r o u g h P e n n s y lv a ­ 
n ia S to p p e d . 


G r e e n s b u r g , May 31st.—Superintendent 
Pitcairn prom ptly took charge of the rail­ 
road and of work and began double duty, 
clearing the tracks and sending all possible 
aid to those in danger. 
His prom pt work 
no doubt saved m any lives. In order to 
understand the nature of this calamity it 
is necessary to describe the location of 
reservoir 
at 
Johnstow n. 
It 
is about 
eighteen miles northeast ot Johnstown 
and is the site of tbe old reservoir, which 
was one o f the feeders of the Pennsylvania 
canal. This sheet ot water was formerly 
known as Couetuaugh lake. It is from 200 
to 300 feet above the level of Johns­ 
town, in the m ountains. It is about three 
and a half mile3 long and from one to 
one and a quarter miles in width, and in 
some places it is 100 feet in depth. It 
holds more water than any other reservoir, 
natural or artificial, in the U nited States. 
The lake has bten quadrupled in size by 
artificial means, and was held in check by 
a dam 700 to 1,000 feet wide. It is ninety 
feet in thickness at the base, and its bight 
is 110 feet. The top has a breadth of over 
twenty feet. 
Recognizing the menace which the lake 
held to the region below, the South Fork 
Club, which owned the reservoir, had the 
dam inspected once a m onth by a Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad engineer, aud his inves­ 
tigation showed that nothing less than 
some convulsion of nature would tear the 
barrier away and loosen the weapon of 
death. 
Steady rains outlie past forty-eight hours 
increased the volum e of water in all the 
sm all m ountain streams, which were al­ 
ready swelled by lesser rains earlier in the 
week. From the best inform ation obtained 
at this time, it is evident that som ething in 
the nature of a cloud-burst m ust have been 
the culm ination of the struggle of the 
water against the em bankm ent. The diffi­ 
culty of obtaining definite information 
added tremendously to the excitement and 
apprehension of the people who had rela­ 
tives and friends at the scene of the dis­ 
aster. 


F I E R C E F L O O D S A T J O H N S T O W N . 


A n g r y W a te r s S p r e a d R u in a n d D e s o la ­ 
tio n In T h e ir F a t h . 


J o h n s t o w n (Pa.), May 31st.—This city 
was visited to-day by the'worst flood it ever 
experienced. The Pennsylvania Railroad 
is blockaded with water on the tracks, h u n ­ 
dreds of houses are inundated and people 
are being removed to second-story w in­ 
dows. The railroad bridge across the Con­ 
emaugh is swept away. The water reached 
the second-story windows of the railroad 
depot, forcing tbe telegraph operators and 
employes to vacate. 
The Conemaugh river swept away thou­ 
sands ot dollars’ worth of property*. This 
stream has its source in the m ountains, 
where there was a water-spout. This m orn­ 
ing a telegram was received from Sang 
Hollow, which says a num ber of houses 
were carried down the Conemaugh river 
and twenty-five or thirty people were sup 
posed to have been drowned. A num ber 
of bodies were seen in the drift and debris, 
but on account of the raging water could 
not be rescued. 
Some persons report the num ber of lives 
lost at fifty. A telegram from New Flor­ 
ence states that the water is twentv-tbree 
feet above low water m ark. Almost every 
bridge on the river is swept away. 
An artificial lake three miles above this 
place, covering an area of one square mile, 
with an average depth of twenty feet, burst. 
A great body of water poured into the al­ 
ready raging Conemaugh, and several hun­ 
dred persons would have been drowned 
had not the people given the alarm, and 
the inhabitants in low lands left their 
homes. Houses were carried away, and 
the water rose so rapidly and so high that 
railroad telegraph 
operators were com 
pe'led .o leave the tow uer at the station. 
At 9 o'clock this evening it is reported 
that at least fifty bodies have been floating 
in the river past Sang Hollow. Some were 
not dead, ami were clinging to pieces of 
drift, but could not be rescued. 


EX TENSIV E LANDSLIDE. 


H a r r is b u r g (I’a.j, May 31st.—A great 
landslide is reporud at Lilly’s Station. 
The water is said to be ten feet deep on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad track. 


WATER AT W ILLIAM SPORT. 


W i l l i a m s p o r t t Pa.), May 31st.—Reports 
at 10 o'clock to-uight from points up the 
river are alarm ing. At Clearfield the water 
is considerably higher than in 1885. Two 
or three bridges were carried away, and 
there are fears for the safety of the Doom at 
Lock H aven. 
A large lorce of men is at 
work on the boom here, trying to make it 
secure. The water is ex> ected to reach 
here by morning. 
It is feared that 15,000,­ 
000 feet ot logs in Lovalsack creek will be 
lost. It is raining hard here.

of the flood and the breaking of its force. 
It contained 2,500 inhabitants, and m ust be 
alm ost devastated. 
1\ oodvale, with 200 people, lav a mile 
below Conemaugh, in the flat, and one 
mile further down were Johnstow n and its 
cluster of sister towns, Cambria Citv and 
Conemaughborough, w ith' a total popula­ 
tion of 30,000. On m ade ground, and 
stretched along right at the river’s verge 
were the im m ense iron works of the Cam­ 
bria Iron and Steel Company, who have 
$5,000,000 invested in their plant. Besides 
these there are m any other large industrial 
establishments on the bank of the river, 
and how badly they are damaged cannot be 
estimated. A t 11 p. m . a railroad m an says 
the loss ot life will reach hundreds, and 
possibly over a thousand. The report of 
the loss of the towns above nam ed cannot 
yet be confirmed. 


T h e S itu a tio n 
a t 
H a r r isb u r g — In th e

H a r r is b u r g (Pa.), May 31st.—This city 
has been in the middle of the deluge all 
day long. 
There has been a steady down­ 
pour since before daylight this m orning 
and up to 10 o’clock to-night four and a 
half inches of raiu had fallen. 
Danger of 
a disastrous flood in the Susquehanna river 
is im m inent. 
Paxton creek, which separates East H ar­ 
risonburg ftont the m ain section of the 
city, is a raging torrent to-night. 
It is 
higher now than during the great flood of 
1865. People along some of the streets 
have been taken from their houses in boats 
to-night to places of safety. The stoim is 
still raging, at late hour, and there are 
grave fears for the safety of the people on 
lowlands.

G r e e n s b u r g (Pa. . May 41st.—The course 
of the torrent from the broken dam at the 
foot of the lake to Johnstow n is almost 
eighteen miles, and with the exception of 
one point the water passed through a nar­ 
row shaped valley. 
Four miles below the dam lav the town 
of South Fork, where South Fork itself 
empties into the Conemaugh river. The 
town contained about two thousand in­ 
habitants. 
It has not been heard from, 
but it is said four-fifths of it has been swept 
away. 
Four miles further down on tbe Cone­ 
m augh river, which runs parallel with the 
main line of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
was the town of Mineral Point. 
It had 800 
inhabitants. 90 per cent, of the houses be­ 
ing on a flat and close to the river. 
It 
seems impossible at this tim e to hope that 
any of them have escaped. 
Six miles further down was the town of 
Conemaugh, and here alone there was a 
topographical possibility of the spreading

H u n t in g t o n (Pa.), May 31st.—Incessant 
rain during the past seventy-two hours has 
overflowed the streams to an unusual de­ 
gree, to-day’s downpour being the heaviest 
ever known here. In consequence of tbe 
ashing away of the H vndm an bridge, on 
the Bedford branch of" the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, and the underm ining of the rail­ 
road bridge at Mount Dallas, Bedford was 
to-day cut oft from all intercourse w ith the 
outside world, and is likely to rem ain so 
for several days. 
The rise in the Paystown branch at 
verett is so great to-night as to submerge 
the principal 
streets, compelling m any 
families to desert their dwellings. 
Juniata river here is made sadly pictur- 
resque with floating out-buildiDgs." timber, 
uprooted trees and rem nants of destroyed 
la im buildings, w ith here and there car­ 
casses of horses and cattle. 
Ten families in Portstown, a suburb of 
this town, were driven from their homes 
this evening, and m uch of their household 
goods were washed away. 
The growing grain in the im m ediate vi­ 
cinity of H untington is nearly all destroyed, 
and it is feared that this will be the result 
all over the country.

P h i l a d e l p h i a , 
May 
31st— Dispatches 
received up to m idnight at the office of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad indicate that the 
situation is hourly growing worse. 
The effects of the storm are now being 
felt on the middle division of that road, 
extending between H arrisburg and Al­ 
toona. Landslides and washouts are re­ 
ported along the line between these places. 
No trains can be sent out west from H ar­ 
risburg until the storm abates and the ex­ 
tent of the damage can be ascertained. 
The New York Limited east-bound, 
which is now at W ilmore, had a narrow 
escape from destruction. The conductor 
reports that im m ediately after bis train 
had passed over the bridge which spans 
the river at South Fork, that structure was 
swept away by the rushing water. 
L a t e r — Tracks west of Johnstow n are at 
some points entirely carried away and the 
road beds are gone. 
Tbe river for some 
distance above the bridge is filled with 
buildings and driftwood thirty feet high 
which is on fire and likely to "damage the 
bridge, which is of stone, and the fire is be- 
yonu control. Johnstow n is literally wiped 
out.

AT ALTOONA. 


A l t o o n a (Pa.), May 31st.—The highest 
and most destructive flood that has visited 
this place for fifty years eccurred to-day. 
It has been raining continuously for the 
past twenty-four hours and is still falling. 
Juanita river is ten feet above low water 
m ark and rising. 
The lower streets of Gaysport, bordering 
on the river bank, are submerged and tbe 
water is two feet deep on the first floors of 
the houses there. The water rose so rap­ 
idly that people had to be removed in 
boats. Railroad travel is interrupted and 
all manufactories are shnt down. Over 
$50,000 damage has been done already in 
that im m ediate vicinitv. 


P IE D M O N T ’S 
P R E D IC A M E N T . 


I m m e n s e D a m a g e to R a ilr o a d s fr o m th e

P ie d m o n t (W . Ya.j, May 31st.—This 
place has been visited witft the greatest 
flood since 1870. It begau raining yester­ 
day and continued until noon. It also 
rained some this afternoon. 
Two hundred families living near the 
river were foiced to leave their houses and 
flee to the hills. 
Father W eider, while 
rescuing families from H endricks Island 
had a narrow escape. 
The damage to property is at this time 
estimated at $10,000. The West Virginia 
Central and Pittsburg Railway is under 
water between here and Cumberland, Md. 
Two bridges have beeu swept away. The 
loss on all to that road will be $250.000. 
No trains are running on the Cumber­ 
land and Pennsylvania road. Two trestles 
have been washed away. 
Loss, $20,000. 
Nine Baltim ore and Ohio trains are 
lodged here and 1,200 emigrants are on the 
streets. The western end of the road has 
been impassable since last night, and it is 
hard to say when travel can be resumed. 
A num ber of landslides have occurred in 
the road between here and Grafton. 
The 
loss to the Baltimore and Ohio is very 
heavy, but canuot he estimated at present. 
At this hour, 11:30 
p . 
m ., the rain has 
ceaspd falling, the water is subsiding and 
no further danger is apprehended. 


TH E SUSQUEHANNA BOOMING. 


H a r r i s b u r g , May 31st.—Since this m orn­ 
ing nearly five inches of rain has fallen in 
this vicinity, causing a flood dmigerous in 
proportions. 
Many houses in the lower 
parts of the city are partially submerged, 
and the occupants are compelled to vacate, 
boats being used to rescue them . 
Paxton 
creek, a sm all stream, has expanded into a 
mighty river, threatening much damage. 
A large portion of Steelton, two miles 
east of here, is under water. 
No trains 
from the West to-day on account of the 
washouts, and none is expected during the 
night. 
It is feared the Susquehanna river 
will rise to destructive proportions.

language in one year so that she speaks it 
fluently, it shows what a Japanese woman 
can do.

Mack says he 
heard the nam e “ Dr. Cronin” mentioned, 
but he didn’t know w hether the physician 
complained of was the Cronin referred to 
or not. 
Mrs. Dudley seemed very m uch excited, 
and frequently made the rem ark in great 
spirit, “i will get even with him .” 
Mrs. 
Dudley said she was working in an orphan 
asylum on B urling street, but that she was 
going to leave the asylum, and that she 
daily expected to go to live with her two 
brothers in a cottage near by. Mrs. Dudley 
pointed in the direction of the Carlson cot­ 
tage in referring to the place she was going 
to move. 
A t the Chicago Nursery and H alf Orphan 
Asylum on Burling street it was found that 
a Mrs. Dudley had been there, but had 
since gone away. 
It 
is believed that 
W illiams is one of the men who rented the 
Carlson cottage, and that he is a carpet- 
layer by trade, and that he laid the carpet 
in the cottage. 


m a c ' s REAL NAME IS DUDLEY. 


L a t e r .—To-night the police officials say 
they have learned that "M ac’s” real name 
is C. E. Dudley. The supposition is that 
he is the husband of the woman m en­ 
tioned in his story. 
The police say he was 
anim ated in telling the story by the desire 
to cause trouble for his wife, who left him 
on account of his brutality and drunken­ 
ness. They deny having any evidence 
connecting “ Mac" with the case, but in 
this connection it should be stated that 
little except denials of the stories made 
public by newspapers has been obtainable 
trom the police, and for the past few days 
they are very secretive.

DR. C RO N IN S CLOTHING DISCOVERED. 


C h ic a g o , May 31st.—Late to-night it is 
learned that Dr. Cronin’s clothes have been 
found. The first clue was obtained by the 
finding of the underwear by the children 
m entioned in these dispatches several davs 
ago. The police began vigorouslv to search 
for the rem ainder of the clothing, and 
near the m outh of the Fifty-ninth-street 
sewer unearthed the murdered physician’s 
pants, coat, shirt and undershirt. They 
were buried over a foot under the ground. 
The shirt bore the nam e of the murdered 
doctor, and the other articles were readilv 
recognized as portions of his apparel. 
Strange to say, however, the vest was miss­ 
ing. In its place was a vest of m uch 
coarser m aterial. This garm ent presum ­ 
ably belonged to one of the murderers or 
accomplices. 
For this reason the police 
are using every effort to suppress their dis­ 
covery, hoping that Cronin’s vest may be 
discovered in the possession of one of the 
m urderers. The pants found were deeply 
stained with blood.

C h ic a g o, May 31st. — Interest in the 
Cronin case was partially eclipsed to-day 
by a sensation created bv the announce­ 
m ent of the return to Chicago of W. J. 
McGarigle, the ex-W arden of the County 
Hospital and General Agent of the Cook 
county famous boodle gang. 
The history of this case and of McGari- 
gle’s sensational escape from the custody 
of Sheriff Matson, aud his subsequent 
cbsse into Canada, needs no tepetition at 
this time. 
Shortly before noon to-day 
McGarigle walked into Judge Shepherd’s 
branch of the County Court accompanied 
by State’s A ttorney Longenecker, attorney 
Adams, 1-1. J. Lehm ann and Jam es Fitz­ 
simmons, the latter two being McGarigle’s 
bondsm en. The Court officials and police­ 
men waiting to give evidence in the crim i­ 
nal cases stared in amazement at the sight 
of the man who has been so long a fugi­ 
tive in Canada. 
The Court suspended proceedings in a 
ea?e on trial, and iawver Adams stated that 
an agreement had been made between the 
H ate's attorney and tbe counsel for the de­ 
fendant, in view of the recent decision of 
the Suprem e Court of 
Illinois granting 
Edw. McDonald, ex-engineer of theCounty 
Hospital, and a brother of Mike McDonald, 
a well-known political boss, a new trial. In 
view of that decision it had been agreed 
tbat a new trial shall be granted McGarigle, 
that he should enter a plea of guilty and* 
pay a fine. 
State’s Attorney 
ngenecker said such 
an arrangem ent had 
een made, and he de­ 
sired that a fine of $10,000 be imposed. He 
said McDonald, who was a co-defendant 
with McGarigle, had been granted a new 
trial, but that the State did not desire to 
try him again. 
H e thought the arrange­ 
m ent with McGarigle, who had escaped to 
Canada, was the best that could be done. 
As to McDonald, he had served eighteen 
m onths in jail, and suffered more than Mc­ 
Garigle. The difficulties in tbe wav of a 
successful prosecution of a new trial were 
insuperable. 
H e therefore moved that a 
nolle prosequi be entered as to him . 
The orders were made by the Court, and 
while the clerk was figuring up tbe cost 
McGarigle and his friends retired to the 
Judge's chamber. 
McGarigle said he did 
not wish to taik more than to say he pro­ 
posed now to rem ain in Chicago. 
McGari­ 
gle was given three years in the peniten­ 
tiary by the verdict of the jury and a fine 
of $1 000. 
The verdict was set aside by the 
Suprem e Court of the State fifteen m onths 
after he escaped from the Sheriff. 
There were altogether tw enty-three in­ 
dictments agair.st him . 
It was one of 
these—the one under which he and Mc­ 
Donald were tried—that he was fined. The 
other twenty-two were stricken oft. The 
costs of the trial and those resulting from 
the forfeiture of the bonds aniouut to 
t about $1.000.

The New York Sun charges that the 
principal of the two Canadian railway lines 
lias taken alarm at the evidence taken be­ 
fore tbe Interstate Commerce Committee 
and has hastened to W ashington to secure 
the roads in their profitable traffic “by the 
methods which accomplished the Canadian 
reciprocity treatv and the treaty of W ash­ 
ington.” The Sun adds: 
"These easy di­ 
plom atic conquests, to our sham e be it 
said, were won with money and the unin­ 
terrupted flow of chantpage.” 
The treaty 
just concluded with Germany on the Sa­ 
moan difficulty indicates that the present 
Adm inistration is less susceptible to such 
influence than some former adm inistra­ 
tions have been. 
If the principal of the 
two Canadian railroads thinks to carry his 
points by opening a few bottles of cham ­ 
pagne he will most certainly be disap­ 
pointed. 
The Sun has received w hat it 
considers trustw orthy inform ation that on 
the 17th of this m onth the Canadian Pacific 
Railway was to apply to the Treasury De­ 
partm ent in W ashington 
to be desig­ 
nated a common 
carrier between any 
and all parts 
of 
the 
United States 
by rail 
or 
water. 
This 
application 
the Sun asserts, received the support 
of the United States Collector of Revenue 
at Portland, Me. 
It is intim ated also that 
Mr. Blaine does not look upon the appli­ 
cation with disfavor. 
In the absence of 
positive inform ation about Mr. Blaine’s po­ 
sition on this im portant m atter it will be 
well to accord hint the general considera­ 
tion of being neither a knave nor a fool. 
The State of Maine may have special rea­ 
sons why the Canadian roads should be 
given the position of common carrier, but 
Mr. Blaitre knows very well that he is not 
the Secretary of the State ot Maine but of 
the United States. Of all our statesmen he 
has been tbe least subject to near-sighted­ 
ness. 
Years ago, when he was a Repre­ 
sentative from the State of Maine, he could 
see the Pacific Coast and appreciate tbe pe­ 
culiarities of its position. 
He will hardly 
be less far sighted now when he holds a 
national office and is especially bound to 
take into consideration the interests of the 
whole country. The Sun, while disposed 
to give credence to the report that Blaine 
m ay help the Canadian railway in this 
matter, gives the following conclusive rea­ 
sons why he should not: 
The Canadian Pacific road is a m ilitary high­ 
way, planned aud built for the swift movement 
of brigades and divisions of a British armv to 
strategical points on our country's northern 
boundary, from Maine to Washington Territory. 
Three-quarters of its line is in a wilderness. Its 
local tratlic does not pay the cost ot running its 
trains. It must have full participation with the 
American transcontinental roads iu the internal 
and coastwise commerce of the United States to 
earn money enough to pay running expenses 
and avoid a bankruptcy that will rot its ties 
and bridges and wash down its track with rain 
and wind. 
To help this hostile British military 
railway steal from the 
American railroads 
American traffic- and travel in quantities suf­ 
ficient to maintain in effective order and con­ 
stantly available condition an engine of war­ 
fare against the lu ited States is a crime of the 
grade that made Benedict Arnold infamous.

States Senate appointed a committee to 
consider the question of irrigation of arid 
lands. The duties of this comm ittee will 
be to visit all comm unities that it may be 
able to. and consider such subject iu each 
place and gather all data in relation to the 
same that is available. 
After the appoint­ 
ing of the Senate Committee Hon. W illiam 
M. Stewart of Nevada was chosen Chair­ 
man and, acting in such capacity, Senator 
Stewart will be the adviser of the Senate 
Committee concerning such investigation 
on the Pacific slope. 
From w hat can be 
learned the Senate Committee will start for 
this coast from St. Paul, Minn., on the 1st 
of August, and will probably arrive in San 
Francisco some tim e about "the middle of 
the m onth. 
California being directly interested in 
this particular subject the" State Board of 
Trade is sparing no pains to help the Sen­ 
ate Committee in its labors, and ss a result 
a committee has been appointed to work 
with that end in view. The gentlemen 
that will act on the committee have all 
signified their intention of serving, and for 
the consideration of the subject the first 
meeting of the Committee on Irrigation 
and Arid Lands, that will act under the 
auspices of the California State Board of 
Trade, will meet at the rooms of the State 
Board on Tuesday next at 2 o’clock for the 
discussion of the subject. 
E on. M. M. Estee has been appointed 
Chairman of the local committee, and has 
already issued a call to the different m em ­ 
bers to assemble in this city on the dav 
above mentioned. In his letter Chairman 
Estee says that be has recently received a 
letter from Richard J. H inton, Engineer of 
the U nited States Geological Survey at 
W ashington, which contains m any im ­ 
portant recom mendations tbat should be 
presented at a very early day for the con­ 
sideration of the committee above referred 
to. 11 is desirable, the letter says, that the 
committee should preseut a statem ent of 
the needs of this State on the arid land 
and irrigation qnestions, and early action 
is required on the part of the committee, 
so the same can be prepared and presented 
for the consideration of the Committee of 
the C nited States Senate on Irrigation and 
Arid Lands when it pays its visit to this 
coast, which is not now long distant. 
The comm ittee that will act in conjunc­ 
tion w ith the comm ittee of the U nited 
States Senate has been appointed, and con­ 
sists of the following gentlemen : Hon. M.

SLOT 
MACHINE. 


G en iu s F erfecta a V ery C lever G amhlir s 
D evice. 
A New York special to the St. L uis 
i 
Oe~IK'tjuwr i. savs: 
A new style ot slot m achine has just 
made its appearance, w hich, should it ¡-e- 
cotue popular, and there is no reason to 
doubt that it will,¡is for lngeuuitv and fas­ 
cination it casts all previous mechanisms- 
into the shade, promises to open up a field 
for petty gambling that is almost unlim ­ 
ited. 
This new device ofters to everv 
loon and resort a m iniature race 
perfect in detail, over which, when the 
mechanism is started, five horses run a 
two-minute race. 
The first of these m a­ 
chines brought to this city was placed in a 
popular Upper Broadway resort, much fre­ 
quented at late night anil eariv morning 
horns by budding actors and middle-wei-ht 
sports. 
It at once attracted admiration 
and attention. 
T he machiné rested cti a 
handsome polished pedestal, and itself was 
very simple—a nice course, with a quarter, 
half, three-quarter and finish poles. 
In 
front of the little quarter's stand were five 
iron horses, mounted by little jnckevs, in 
full regalia, and the whole was covered 
w ith a glass dome. 
Had this simplv beeu 
the pretty toy that its appearance indi­ 
cated the crowd th at gathered around 
would soon have its curiosity gratified and 
have left,, but after ten or a dozen of 
nickels had been dropped into the slot it 
was discovered that instead of being a 
mere toy the m iniature race course was 
a perfectly square and very seductive gam­ 
bling instrum ent. 
Repeated tests proved 
that the chances of winning were evenly 
divided among th e five little iron steeds. 
\\ hat followed this discovery was a i>er- 
fectlv natural result, considering the sur­ 
roundings. 
I’etty wages were placed on 
the horses by live men, each choosing his 
color. 
T hen the nickel was dropped in 
the slot, the race run, and the better on 
the winning color took the pot. The pools 
started at five cents on a liorse, then the 
wager was doubled, then made a quarter, 
and soon half a dollar, making the pool 
$2 50. At this figure a crowd stood around 
the m achine all the evening, and the num ­ 
ber of would-be “ plungers” could have 
kept a dozen such machines going. 
The 
little race track seemed to imbue all who 
came near it with the betting fever, attd 
before m idnight severel hundred dollars 
must have changed hands. 
T he proprietor of the “ resort," who ob­ 
jects to his place being called a saloon, 
perhaps for the reason that it is to run iu 
direct violation of the excise laws that 
govern saloons, rubbed his hands w ith 
glee. 
T he new attraction made his bar 
business flourish like the green bay tree, 
and besides that half the nickels dropped 
in the slot belonged to him. 
W hen it was 
intim ated that such a game, going on in 
plain sight of passers-bv on Broadway, 
m ight meet w ith police interference, lie 
hehi up liis hands in holy horror aud a 
look of injured innocence came into his 
eyes. 
“ Game, indeed, 
l’olice interference? 
Had things come to such a stage th at a 
party of gentlemen could not amuse them ­ 
selves w ith a toy ?” 
It was not until after m idnight th at the 
possibilities 
of this “ toy” were fully 
brought out. 
Then the heavier sporting 
element began to arrive. 
They soon had 
control of the new slot machine, and 
quickly saw its uses. 
The entrance to the 
pool was increased, and finally, a well- 
known bookmaker’s son, pushing his way 
fo the front, took the command of affairs, 
and announced th at tickets on the next 
race m ight be had for $2 each. 
Titis was 
kept up until nearly daybreak. 
Money 
changed hands rapidly. 
W hen the w riter 
left at 3:30 Sunday morning, it is safe to 
say th at $500 must have passed from 
pocket to pocket in this way. 
All this de­ 
monstrates that the new raee-track slot 
m achine is a success, but its success and 
adoption by keepers of bar-rooms, billiard 
rooms, etc.. fam ishes much food for re­ 
flection.

m ilk on the rim of a can or vessel may 
breed the germ which will find a culture- 
ground in fresh milk. 
2. A low tem perature— below 60° F ahc. 
3. V entilation in an untainted jttrfios- 
phere.

It is but just to say that these precau­ 
tions are generally "obsejFíéd by careful 
dairym en and cream m anufactures. There 
is grave reason to fear/how ever, that thev 
are not generally observed after the m ilk 
reaches the consumer’s hands. 
Also, the 
slightest carelessness may affect seriously 
th a t class of the community which does 
not speak for itself—the very youngest. 
Statis’ies prove with increasing testi­ 
mony that all artificial feeding is not only 
unnatural but hazardous, and to be success­ 
ful requires the most intelligent attention. 
However, it all mothers and nurses could 
learn that m ilk exposed to foul or warm 
air for any length of time may not onlv 
sour, but become the vehicle of a virulent 
poison, perhaps the summer months would 
bear a better "health lecord, 
One word of warning may not be amiss. 
W henever a voting child is "fed upon cow’s 
m ilk, and this canses symptoms of disagree­ 
ment, the diet should be changed at once 
either to meat or ric e ; for, if the chief mis­ 
chief-maker be at work, the best m ilk will 
only furnish it with the medium in which 
it flourishes, and, deprived of this, it will 
inevitably perish.—

The feelings of th a t adventurous m ar­ 
iner, Ju an Rodriguez Cabrillo, when he 
sailed these then newly discovered waters 
three centuries and half ago, found an echo 
in your correspondent’s breast when she 
boarded the shaky little steamer th at was to 
hear her over strange waters into regions 
com paratively unknown to the world at 
large. 
Ju st three hundred and forty-seven 
years since the Portuguese navigator dis­ 
covered tne beautiful 
bay, w hich he 
christened San Diego, after his spiritual 
patron, Saint Jam es, and a m orning in 
the m iddle of last w inter when I sailed 
out of it—bound, as he was, for a vovage 
around the long and narrow peninsula, 
w hich from th at day to this, till w ithin 
the last four years, has rem ained a literal 
terra Incognita. 
A boy w ith a hell and a stentorian voice 
rushed up and down the decks, ringing 
w ith m ight and main, and shouting, “A ll 
ashore not going down below”—the am­ 
biguous sentence referring to the south­ 
ward journey. 
There were hasty hand­ 
shaking, a sound of kisses like the sm oth­ 
ered 
popping 
of champagne corks, a 
shurrying of feet and a cloud of petticoats 
fluttering over the gang-plank, a chorus of 
adios and good-bye, waving hankerchiefs 
from shore and ship, a few tears here and 
there—and we were at sea again, w ith the 
land fading rapidly from view. 
M idwin­

SUMMER IN’ THESE TROPIC SEAS— 
The sky, “ like a ceiling of 
goeblin 
tapestry, under a creamy lace-work of 
cloud,” the smooth w ater, true to its early 
name, Pacific, dickering w ith gray lights 
and green shadows; and a jolly company 
on board, as gay and comfortable in the 
sweet sunshine and crisp salt air as if the 
few hoards between themselves and bot­ 
tomless abyss were 
indestructible, and 
storm and sickness and shipwreck but the 
ghostly phantasm agoria of dreams. 
Viewed from a distance, in the light of 
early morning, the city of San Diego looks 
like the picture of an O riental metropolis, 
w ith its palm s and dowers in front and 
background o! mesa lands and majestic 
m ountains, the immense H otel del Coro­ 
nado upon the adjacent island, shining in 
the sun like a white-walled mosque on 
the banks of the Ganges or the Godavcry. 
Then comes Point Loma, still wrapped 
in a veil of mist, showing only his tall 
lighthouse, lifting a w hite lantern 4li2 
feet above th e level of the sea. 
The 
boundary line between the U nited States 
and Mexico is m arked by an obelisk of 
w hite m arble, rising twenty feet above its 
lofty pedestal. 
It stands on w hat the 
sailors now call M onumental Point, a low 
table-land near the edge of the bluflj three 
hundred yards or more from the beach but 
plainly visible from the decks of passing 
vessels. 
The U nited Stales Coast Survey 
of 1871 determ ined its geographical posi­ 
tion :is latitude 32 3 1 ' 5 8 ", 4t'i X, longi­ 
tude 11 / c 0<' 3 2", 37 M'., and ten miles 
southwest from Loma Lighthouse. 
This 
m onum ent also m arks the northern initial 
point of that valuable survey called “Coast 
of M exico, from its northern boundary to 
t ape Corrientes, including the G ulf of 
Lower California,” made by Commander 
George Denny of the U nited States ship 
X arragansett. 
By the way, 


IT IS WORTHY OF REMARK 
T hat all vessels, M exican and foreign, 
w hich cruise these waters must sail by 
American charts, none of account having 
ever been made by Mexicans. 
The sun is midway between horizon and 
m eridian as we cross the im aginary line 
between the two Republics, and it is hard 
to realize—w ith the same sky above ns, 
th e same waters below, the same soft, 
warm air and distant m ountain chain un­ 
broken—that we are suddenly w ithin the 
dom ain of a foreign Government, under 
another flag and amenable to laws made 
by a Power that is not always friendly at 
heart to their stranger neighbors. Y et the 
true citizen of either Republic will extend 
to most of the others th at fraternal regard 
that st* well becomes the Chief Executives 
of the sister nations. 
President Cleve­ 
land’s adm inistration inaugurated a wise 
polity of international courtesy, which 
met w ith ready and cheerful response from 
Mexico s 
greatest 
statesmen, 
General 
Diaz, and his Cabinet. 
A citizen of the 
latter country can come to U pper Cali­ 
fornia or to any other portion of the 
I nited States, purchase lands and enjoy 
them ; and why should not citizens of the 
I nited States enjoy the same privileges in 
Mexico? 
We hear a great deal about the 
rem arkable generosity of the Mexican 
G overnm ent in ceding to Americans so 
m uch land in Lower California and other 
portions of Mexico; but you may be sure 
th a t in every transaction our southern 
neighbors are the gainers, by getting in a 
class of people who have capital to invest 
and push enough to develop the resources 
of 
A I.OXG NEGLECTED COUNTRY, 
W hich otherwise m ight rem ain tilldoom s- 


churebes to one school-house ; who would 
rather have a mule-truek through the for­ 
est than a railw ay leading to prosperous 
cities, and gloat over the sad spectacle ot 
wasting revolutions and men ot the same 
race shooting each other down because ot 
theological and political abstractions. 
Soon after entering Mexican waters the 
coast trends off in a southerly direction to 
Descanso Point, a bluff about eightv feet 
high, which some M exican mariner, for 
unknown reasons, named “ Point of Rest. ’ 
A few miles inland rises a low range of 
hills, and back of these a loftier mountain 
chain, averaging 3,000feet in highs. From 
Descanso Bay toSalsipudes Point are sandy 
coasts, with an occasional rocky clifl, stand­ 
ing alotie like a sentinel on duty. 
Even 
in m id-w inter the mesa lands th at slope to 
the sea are clothed in richest green and 
jew elled w ith wild flowers, some of the 
hills being yellow as gold to th eir very tops 
w ith California poppies and ox-eye dasies. 
T he Captain tells us that hereabouts 
there is no anchorage, the longest lines 
having failed to find bottom only three 
mi les from shore. 
Some of the passengers 
amuse themselves by trolling for Spanish 
mackerel, using hooks baited w ith bits of 
red and w hite flannel, m aking frequent 
hauls offish weighing from eight to twelve 
pounds. 
These diplom atic denizens of the 
deep so near to the boundary line seem de­ 
term ined to preserve a strict neutrality, so 
far as national colors are concerned, for 
w hile they may he readily captured w ith 
red and w hite, they utterly decline to bite 
at all if the blue of the American llag is 
added, or the green of the Mexican ! 
Cape San M ignel, the northern lim it of 
Todos Santos (AH Saints) bay, is a bold 
point, 200 feet high, backed by hills rising 
tier above tier. 
Then comes Ensenada 
P oint—a tower-like bluff four hundred feet 
high, w ith an enormous field of kelp at its 
foot.

Sprawl and w rithe over the water like so 
many serpents, trailing th eir vines and 
blossoms for miles, so thickly in some 
places th a t a canoe could hardly pene­ 
trate the mass. 
The Hollow, beet-shaped 
bulbs are gathered by the Chinese and 
Indians and preserved or candied in honey 
or molasses, m aking a 'Inicie not disagree­ 
able to the taste, though som ething of the 
ancient and fishy odor of sea growths 
clings to it still. 
From Ensenada Point to P unta Banda 
the coast curves around in sem i-circular 
form, with Todos Santos Bay between. 
A rocky headland is I ’unta Banda, run­ 
ning abruptly out of th e w ater 50(1 feet. 
E ast of it is a low sand-beach, flanked l>v 
mountains. 
N um erous detached rocks 
line the southern shore, and from its cliff 
a rocky ledgeextends far out into the sea. 
This was a famous w haling station in 
form er years and tons of big bones lie 
bleaching on th e beach. 
Between P unta 
Banda and Ensenada town, just back of 
the celebrated beach drive, we can see 
the m uch-advertised but embryo city of 
San Carlos, consisting of exactly two 
houses, (handsome ones, however), whose 
present ownership is uncertain. 
T he city 
of the future, in theory if not in fact, is 
indicated by a long stretch of flower- 
strewn valley carefully staked out into 
lots. 
B road avenues, running over the 
hills 
to 
nowhere, are kept carefully 
cleared of weeds and under-brush, but 
nothing can keep down 


THE IRREPRESSIBLE WILD FLOWERS, 
T hat run out over the whole peninsula as 
freely as in the days of Aztec dream hood, 
before busy-brained speculators undertook 
to transform it into a Y ankee metropolis. 
There is Diaz avenue and Si-son avenue 
and m any more, all richly carpeted with 
m yriads of small yellow blossoms spring­ 
ing as close together as their tiny stems 
can stand. 
No wonder th at California, 
U pper and Lower, has been dubbed “The 
G olden State,” th e “ Land of Gold,” etc., 
when even its highways and byways are 
thus paved with gold! 
Around a point of projecting rocks, 
where foam-capped waves make music on 
the shore, the vessel is closely steered—up 
to the very long piers of Ensenada. 
This 
is the only pier we shall encounter in all 
our southward journey, so we will make 
the most of it by going ashore. 
Every 
other port, all around the peninsula and 
down the western coast of Mexico, has no 
such convenience for sca-going travelers. 
Vessels anchor a long distance out from 
shore, and if passengers insist upon land­ 
ing they must clamber down over the side 
of the ship into tiny boats tossing beneath 
and lie rowed ashore, at the risk of a wet­ 
ting in the surf. 
In such an emergency it 
is best to make a bargain for the round 
trip w ith the hare-legged, bare-headed 
native who rows von ashore in his dug-out 
or canoe, for he knows more than his ap­ 
pearance would indicate, 
lie may charge 
you 25 cents to take you ashore and $5 to 
bring you back again, knowing that come 
back you m ust ai d will, at any price.

and it also claims th at w ithin six years 
Me xico's Treasury has contributed more 
than a m illion and a half dollars toward 
the furtherance of the colonizing schemes. 
A ll over Mexico to-day there are more 
representatives of foreign capital than 
ever before. 
They represent syndicates— 
A merican, English, German and French— 
who desire to build railroads, dig canals, 
open up mines and purchase lands; and 
thev offer cash on these investm ents on 
easier term s than were ever liefore known 
in the history of the country. 
Mexico is not rushing to ruin, as the 
croakers predict, but on the contrary— 
mainly through the 
foreign 
influence 
aforesaid—she has entered upon an era of 
unprecedented progress and good govern­ 
m ent. 
Her immense 
agricultural 
re­ 
sources are vet undevelcjied, her valuable 
forests of dry and cabinet woods are 
scarcely touched, and all her m anufactur­ 
ing interest are in their infancy, affording 
am ple scope for the employment of almost 
unlim ited capital. 
THE NEW LOAN 
W hich the M exican Government made in 
Europe of $50,000,000 in gold shows the 
confluence abroad in the Diaz A dm inistra­ 
tion, and a growing conviction that the 
Anglo-Saxon race is not th e only one (as 
has so often been asserted) capable of self­ 
government. 
The more recent offer of 
$00,000,000 more at the same figures makes 
this assertion doubly strong. 
T he great 
coutract for the drainage of the valley of 
M exico taken by English capitalists is a 
further proof of the confidence of moneyed 
men of Europe in Mexico’s future, and the 
m illions already invested in mines and 
railroads of thrifty and cautious A m eri­ 
cans is another proof. 
From the Golden 
A g e o f th e Toltecs down there has never 
been a tim e in Mexico's history when her 
prospects were so bright as to-day. 
Among other straws which show the 
way of the world may be mentioned the 
fact that the M exican Senate has at last 
passed the bill m aking education com pul­ 
sory in all parts of th e republic. 
Seven 
years ago it was passed by the Chamber of 
Deputies, but failed in the higher house. 
More recently a sim ilar bill passed, both 
houses requiring 
C O M PU LSO R Y ED U C A TIO N 
In th e Federal D istrict and Territories 
onlv. 
There are m any bitter foes to the 
Diaz adm inistration, but they are m ainly 
of the old clerical party, an issue of the 
past, which is now struggling in the throes 
of approaching dissolution. 
Among them 
are the so-called “ religious” fanatics who 
caused so much bloodshed in Guanajuato 
¿he other dav — those who prefer * ~ 


c o n d itio n s 
about this state of things are obvious. Tne 
spirit of equality, and the practices, espe­ 
cially in regard to the distribution of 
property, th a t have resulted from i t ; the 
general change in the standards of living 
arising from the enormous development of 
the natural resources of the country and 
the consequent unexampled diffusion of 
wealth and m aterial comfort; the rapid 
settlem ent of our immense territory, and 
the astonishing growth of our old as well 
as of our new cities, have been unfavora­ 
ble to the existence of the hereditary 
home. 
There is scarcely a town in the long- 
settled parts of t lie N orthern States from 
which a considerable portion of its people 
has not gone out in the course of the past 
fifty years to seek residence elsewhere. 
Attachm ent to native soil, affection for 
the home of one’s youth, the claims of 
kindred, the iwinds of social duty, have not 
proved strong enough to resist th e allure­ 
ments of hope, the fair promise of better­ 
ing fortune, and the love of adveuture. 
The increasing ease and the vast exten­ 
sion of means of communication between 
different parts of the country have pro­ 
moted the movement of the population.— 
Scribner* Magazine.

THE CONSTITUTION. 


wIASHINGTON AS THE PIONEER OF 


1HE UNION. 


T he S ilen t S o ld ier th e K eyston e o f 
th e C om b in ation o f 
P a trio ts. 


The rem arks of Justice H arlan, at the 
centennial banquet given at Chicago, under 
the auspices of the Union League Club of 
that city, in response to ¡he toast “ W ash­ 
ington and the Constitution,” was a mas­ 
terpiece, and should be read by every man, 
woman and child in America. It is a gem 
of the first water, and we present it in full. 
He said : 
Mr. President: It is the concurring judg­ 
m ent of political thiukets that no event in 
all the history of the Anglo Saxon race 
has been more far-reaching in its conse­ 
quences than the organization of the pres­ 
ent Government of the United StBtes. 
And at this centennial celebration of that 
event it is, in every sense, appropriate to 
connect the nam e of W ashington with the 
Constitution which brought that Govern­ 
m ent into existence 
It is appropriate be­ 
cause his splendid leadership of the revo­ 
lutionary armies made it possible to estab­ 
lish on this continent a governm ent resting 
or; the consent of the governed, yet strong 
enough to m aintain its existence and au ­ 
thority whenever assailed. But it is espe­ 
cially appropriate for the reason that he 
was among the first of the great men of the 
revolutionary period to discern the inherent 
defects in the articles of confederation ; 
and but for Lis efforts to bring about a more 
perfect union of the people, the existing 
Constitution, it is believed, would not have 
been accepted by the requisite num ber of 
States. H e was, indeed, the pioneer of the 
Union established by tbe Constitu ion. Of 
the accuracy of these statem ents there is 
abundant evidence. 
As early as the 4th of March, 1783. in a 
letter addressed to Governor H arrison, of 
Virginia, he expressed the opinion, based 
upon his observation during the war and 
his intercouse with the people of the 
states, that if the powers of Congress were 
not made competent to all general pur­ 
poses, the blood that had been spilt, the 
expense incurred, and the distress felt, 
would avail nothing; and the bond that 
held the country together, already too 
weak, would soon be broken, when an­ 
archy aud confusion would prevail. 
It isa 
fact, not w ithout some interest, that the 
revolutionary patriot to whom the letter 
was addressed was the greatgrandfather of 
our honored fellow-citizen now holding 
the exalted position of President of the 
United S:ates. 
In the same m onth in which W ashing­ 
ton comm unicated these views to the Gov­ 
ernor of Virginia, he wrote to H am ilton : 
My wish to see the union of the States 
established upon liberal and perm anent 
principles, and inclination to contribute 
my mite in pointing out the defects of the 
preseut Constitution, are equally great. All 
my private letters have teemed with these 
sentim ents, and whenever this topic lias 
been the subject of conversation I nave en­ 
deavored to diffuse and enforce them .” To 
Lafayette, who never lost his interest in 
the people whose liberties he aided to se­ 
cure, he said that “ to form a new Consti­ 
tution that will give consistency, stability 
and dignity' to the Union and sufficient 
powers to the great council of the nation 
for general purposes, is a duty incum bent 
upon every man who wishes well to his 
country.” As the tim e approached to sur­ 
render his authority' as Commander-in- 
chief of the array, he addressed a cir­ 
cular letter to the Governors of the Stales, 
declaring that “ according to the system of 
policy the States shall adopt at this mo­ 
ment. it is to be decided w hether the revo­ 
lution m ust ultim ately be considered as a 
blessing or a curse ; a blessing or a curse, 
not to the preseut age alone, for with our 
fate will tbe destiny of unborn millions be 
involved.” 
H e therefore expressed the 
depp conviction 
that “ an 
indissoluble 
union of the States under one Federal 
head ” was essential to “ the existence of 
the United States 
as 
an 
independent 
power 
that it was “ indispensable to tbe 
bappines3 of the individual States that 
there should be lodged somewhere a su­ 
preme power to regulate and govern the 
general concerns of the confederated repub­ 
lic, w ithout which tbe Union cannot be of 
long du ratio n ;” and that “ it is only in our 
united character, as an empire, that our 
independence is acltiowledged, that our 
¡>ower can be regardet I or our eredit sup­ 
ported among foreign rations " 
Shortly after this pa fiotic letter was is­ 
sued, and when about t i disband the arruc­ 
he had led to victory, i j addressed these 
words of farewell to he, com rades: “ Al­ 
though the General basso frequently given 
as his opinion, in the most public 
and explicit m anner, 
that unless the 
principles of tbe Federal Government were 
properly supported, and the powers ot the 
Union increased, the honor, dignity and 
justice of the nation would be lost forever, 
vet lie cannot help, leaving it as his last in­ 
junction to every officer ana every soldier 
who may view the subject in the same seri­ 
ous light, to add his nest endeavors, with 
ihose of his worthy fellow-citizens, towards 
effecting those great and valuable purposes 
on which our very existence as a nation so 
materially depends.” Thus did the great 
comm ander sheathe his sword. U nder the 
influence of the purest patriotism 
the 
soldier expanded 
into the 
statesman. 
W ith a foresight and breadth ot vision 
that was 
exiraordinary, 
he saw 
that 
upon the recognition of our independence 
by tiie m other country, the crisis in the 
struggle for republican institutions was 
only beginning . and so his purpose was to 
send forth every soldier in his arm y as an 
advance of constitutional 
Government. 
And w hat be said to the army was repeated 
in letters to the m oulders of public opin­ 
ion. To John Jay, he wrote that we could 
not long exist as a nation “ w ithout having 
lodged somewhere a power which will per­ 
vade the whole Union in as energetic a 
m anner as the authority of tbe State Gov­ 
ernm ents extend over tbe several States.” 
To Madison : “ Thirteen sovereignties pull­ 
ing against each other, and all tugging at 
the Federal head, will soon bring ruin on 
the whole.” 
Entertaining these views, W ashington 
entered the convention of 17S7, which 
Jefferson desribes as “an assembly of dem i­ 
gods.” 
It does not appear that be partici­ 
pated to any extent in the discussions of 
that rem arkable assembly. 
I say rem ark­ 
able because in the recent words of the 
foremost Englishman of this generation, 
“ the statesmen of the American revolution 
have taken their place once for all among 
the greatest political instructors of the 
world.” 
But such was the grandeur and 
nobility of his nature, so entirely free was 
he from mere partisanship, so awful was 
the reverence for his character, that W ash­ 
ington's influence upon the deliberations 
of the convention was far greater than that 
exercised bv anv other delegate. 
From 
the beginning of tbe struggle between the 
advocates of a more perfect union and 
those who dreaded, or professed to dread, 
any dim inution whatever of the powers of 
the States, he deemed it “ impracticable, in 
the Federal Government of these States, to 
secure all rights of independent sovereignty 
to each, and yet provide for the welfare 
and safety of all.” 
And that was the gen­ 
eral view by winch the convention was 
guided. Indeed, it is not too much to say 
that every vital principle of the Constitu­ 
tion. as originally adopted, was in har­ 
mony with the views 
he had avowed 
and urged upon the leading statesmen 
of the country for years before the Con­ 
vention met. 
But when its work 
was 
subm itted to the people of the -States, it 
became apparent ihat the enemies of a 
National Government, such 
as was to 
becreated by that Constitntion. were neither 
few in num ber nor insignificant in ability 
and influence. To tbe grief of W ashing­ 
ton it was disclosed that m any statesmen, 
who were conspicuous in tbe struggle for 
independence, were opposed to the adop­ 
tion of tbe proposed Constitution : some, 
in the mistaken belief that it would alto­ 
gether subvert the authority of the States , 
others, because it did not contain a bill of 
rights, recognizing the fundam ental princi­ 
ples of life, liberty, and property that 
were brought by our ancestors front the 
mother country. 
But tbe soul of W ash­ 
ington was undaunted. Conscious that 
the people were looking to him 
for 
counsel and guidance, he proved himself 
equal to the perilous crisis through which 
the country was then passing. 
From his 
quirt home at Mount Vernon he conducted 
a campaign in behalf of the proposed Con- 
-titution that was as im portant and effect­ 
ive as the victories he had won upon the 
battle fields of the revolution. H e felt, 
what all now believe to be true, that upon 
the result of that agitation depended the 
consolidation of the Union, and, in all 
hum an probability, the fate of Republican 
government upon this continent. To P at­ 
rick H enry he transm itted a copy of the 
Constitution, confessing that while it did 
not 
contain 
all 
that 
he desired, its 
adoption 
was of the last consequence. 


“ From a variety of concurring events," he 
wrote, “ it appears to me th at the politico 
c o n e :’ " ot tins country are in a m anner 
suspended by a thread,” and that if nothir g 
had been agreed upon by the convention, 
“anarchy would soon have ensued, the 
seeds being deeply sowed in every soil.” 
To E dm und Randolph he declared that 
the proposed Constitution “or a dissolution 
of the Union awaits our choice, and is the 
oniv alternative before us.” 
To Lafayette 
he wrote : 
" There is no alternative, no 
hope of alteraticn.no im m ediate resting- 
place between tbe adoption of this Consti­ 
tution and a recurrence to an unqualified 
state of anarchy with all its deplorable 
consequenses.” 
su :ti was the language he employed in 
personal interviews and in an extended 
correspondence with the leaders of thought 
in all the States. 
His efforts to rally rbe 
people in behalf of the Union, which was 
to transform the helpless confederation 
into a strong and perm anent union, were 
crowned with success, and although he 
took no part in the federal debates, and 
wrote nothing like the masterly papers in 
the Federalist, the country acknowledged 
him as the real leader in the struggle for 
Constitutional Government. 
H is intlu- 
ence, 
said 
Monroe 
to 
Jefferson 
“ carried this Government." 
"W ere it not 
for one great character,” said Grayson, "so 
many men would not be for this Govern­ 
m ent.” 
Over alt the discussions in the 
States as to the adoption of the Constitu­ 
tion, says the historian Bancroft, there 
hovered “ the idea that W ashington was to 
lead the country safely uliing the untrodden 
path.” 
Many who thought that the Con­ 
stitution should contain a bill of rights ad­ 
vocated iis acceptance in the expectation, 
which was fulfilled, that he would be the 
first President, and that under his adm inis­ 
tration of the Government, all the neces­ 
sary guarantees of life, liberty and prop­ 
erty, would be secured by am endm ent of 
the fundam ental law. This silent soldier, 
so modest, yet so masterful, was in truth 
the keye’oneof the combinaiion of patriots; 
and, as we look from this distance, we can 
but feel that if he had died at that ju n c­ 
ture the strong sym m etrical arch (it the 
Union would never have been erected. 
I have pieferred, Mr. President, upon an 
occasion like this, to give these proofs of 
the patriotism anu wisdom of W ashington 
rather than employ' any terms of general 
eulogy'. 
»t is stated in his diary that on 
the evening of the day when the Conven­ 
tion of 1787 concluded its labors, he retired 
at an early hour “ to m editate on the m o­ 
mentous work which had been executed” 
—an eloquent picture of himself, uncon­ 
sciously drawn for us with his owu hand. 
We may well believe that the deep, calm 
nature of this man of "massive m ould ’ 
was profoundly stirred when, at the close 
of that memorable day, be looked forward 
into the future, and attem pted to forecast 
the destiny of his beloved country untier 
the form of Government proposed for its 
adoption. 
If the work then executed ap­ 
peared to him to be mom entous in its char­ 
acter and its probable results, how much 
more so does it appear to us, at the close of 
the first 
century of our constitutional 
existence, 
as 
we 
look 
back 
over 
the 
wonderful 
history 
of 
this 
na­ 
tion ? 
W e are only in tbe springtim e of 
our national life, and yet we have realized 
all that W ashington could possibly have 
anticipated from the creation of the present 
Government. 
W hat more could be desired 
in a system of governm ent that is secured 
in the existing organizations of the general 
and State Governments with their respect­ 
ive powers so adm irably adjusted and dis­ 
tributed as to draw from Gladstone the re­ 
m ark that the American Constitution was 
“ the most wondertul work ever struck off 
at one tim e by the brain aud purpose of 
man ” 
Despite the fears of m any patriotic 
statesmen, at the tim e of theadoption of the 
Constitution, that that instrum ent would 
destroy the liberties of tbe people, every 
genuine American rejoices, in the fullness 
of a grateful heart, that we have a Govern­ 
m ent under which the hum blest person 
in our midst has a feeling of safety 
and repose not vouchsafed to the citi­ 
zen or subject 
of any other country; 
w ith powers ample for the protection 
of the life of the nation, and adequate for 
all purposes of a general nature, yet so re­ 
stricted by (lie law of its creation, in the 
exeicise of its powers, that it cannot right­ 
fully entrench upon those reserved to the 
States or the people. 
I will not here 
allude to or discuss particular theories of 
constitutional conslruction. 
Rut I may 
say, and I am glad th at it can be truthfully 
said, that the mass of the people concur in 
holding that only by m aintaining the just 
powers of both the N ational and State 
Governments can we preserve, in their in ­ 
tegrity, the fundam ental 
principles 
of 
American liberty. 
But w hile renewing 
this dav our allegiance to the Constitution 
of W ashington, let us not, my countrym en, 
forget that the liberty for which our fathers 
fought is liberty secured and regulated by 
law, not the liberty of mere license. There 
is no ¡dace 
in 
our American system 
for the unrestrained freedom that respects 
not the e-sential rights of life, liberty, and 
property, b..‘ regards a Government of law 
as inimical to the rights of m an. The true 
American, w hether native or naturalized, 
stands, under all circumstances, for the 
law, and for the rights of his fellow-men 
as recognized and defined by law. Those 
who hold otherwise are enemies of our free 
institutions, and should be treated as such. 
These observations are not inappropriate to 
this occasion. They find some warrant in 
our history and in the actual circumstances 
of some portions of the country. This 
country opens wide its doors for the recep­ 
tion of honest, industrious im m igrants who 
desire to enjoy the blessings of our institu­ 
tions, and who assimilate with our people. 
But we cannot close our eyes to the fact 
that foreign Governments are throwing 
upon our shores and crowding our cities 
with vast hordes o f .men who have no 
proper conception of the philosophy or 
spirit 
of 
American 
liberty. 
Recent 
investigations, 
under 
the 
authority 
of 
Congress, 
show 
the 
coming 
to 
our 
hind, 
in 
startling 
num bers, 
of 
worihless characters, gathered from tne 
highways and byways of other countries, 
as well as crim inals trorn foreign jails and 
penitentiaries, all of whom will in tim e be 
invested with tbe privilege, at the ballot 
box, of sharing in the control not only of 
States, but of the nation. 
In view of these 
facts, thoughtful, patriotic citizens, native 
and naturalized, m ay well ask w hether the 
safetv of our Government and the integrity 
of our civilization are not seriously m en­ 
aced by the presence here of so m any that 
place no value upon the inestimable right 
of suffrage, and have little sym pathy w ith, 
or knowledge of, our institutions. W e can 
perform no better service for our country 
than to see to it that the right to shape its 
destiny is not bestowed upon those who are 
unw orthy of it. 
Let us raise our voices in 
favor of such further enactaients, constitu­ 
tional and statntorv. as may be necessary 
to guard our American civilization, and 
keep this country for all time under A m er­ 
ican control.

W ith th e C om m erce o f 
th e N ation.

T he Mexican Financier, one of the lead­ 
ing and .most pn qrre—ive journals pub­ 
lished at the City of Mexico, had, in its 
issue of A pril 13th, the following editorial 
on the coming exposition in honor ot the 
four hundredth anniversary of the discov­ 
ery of America : 
The Three Am ericas International Expcsl- 
tion, w hich w ill be opened at th e city o f W a-h- 
ington in 1S:)2, w ill he the first exclusively con­ 
tin en tal fair ever held, and m ost appropriately 
will com m em orate th e discovery of the New 
World by tbe great Genoese. Mexico will hardly 
refuse to send exhibits of her m ineral aud agri­ 
cultural w ealth to this com petition of the na­ 
tions of the w estern hem isphere, and it - 
too early to consider the leading features ot the 
M exicau departan n! in th e great fair. Native 
m anufactures, and especially ail characteristic 
national industries, should Lc displayed, and 
M exican bands should tie - -in to W ashington to 
enhance the already high reputation of this 
country in m usical achievem ent. A n ex h ib ito f 
native breeds of horses should certainly not be 
om itted, and if a to d y ot horsem en. clad i:i n a ­ 
tive dress, copld be organized tor the exposi­ 
tion. it would prove the most attractive feature 
for thousands of visitors. T he-A m erican Con 
gress is expected to appropriateSo.O-i'1,000 for the 
expense of th e T hree Am ericas Exposition, in 
w hich th e nations of C entral and South Am er­ 
ica w ill participate in generous and fraternal 
rivalry.

Commenting upon this the 'W ashington 
Post says editorially : 
Secretary Anderson Ipas, from the very 
inception of this movement, insisted th at 
the moment the U nited States took the 
initiative the Various othef nations of the 
New World, together with Italy and Spain 
in the Old W orld, would prom ptly and 
liberally respond. The Financier s editorial, 
and various other a eh* arid assurances, have 
repeatedly confirmed this opinion. 
Spain lias already informed the U nited 
States M inister at M adrid th at she is ready 
to co-operate. 
Italy has recently organized a board of 
promotion at Genoa to prepare for the 
great anniversary, and will not be outdone 
by Spain. 
The S p an ish -A m erican 
M inisters at 
W ashington 
have repeatedly expressed 
their deep interest in the proposed cele­ 
bration. 
The liberal response of the Spanish- 
American republics to the invitation to 
the coming Paris exposition i- further evi­ 
dence of w hat they will do a t W ashing­ 
ton. 
The Governors of most of the States 
have declared th eir readiness to respond. 
T he leading Boards of T rade through­ 
out the U nited States are now appointing 
standing committees on “The Three A m er­ 
icas Exposition of 1892.” 
The press and public heartilv approve of 
this patriotic sentim ent. 
But one steji is needed to consummate 
the project, and th at is the initiatory step 
by the Congress of the oldest and foremost 
of the nineteen American nations. 
T he Fiftieth Congress should have closed 
the first century of the republic under the 
Constitution, and im mortalized itself in 
history, by taking this step. 
By failure to 
do so it has given the Fifty-first Congress 
an opportunity to inaugurate the second 
century of the republic by the passage of 
an Act which will not only lay the foun­ 
dation for more intim ate commercial and 
social relations between the several sister 
nations of the W estern H em isphere, but 
give the whole world an opportunity to 
commemorate the greatest event in Amer­ 
ican history. 
A becoming national pride is a sufficient 
guaranty that the U nited States will not 
further delay an invitation which other 
nations are ready and eager to accept, and 
thereby pay tribute to tiie greatness, grand­ 
eur and glory of American history, insti­ 
tutions and progress during the past four 
hundred years. 
< >n the 0th of May the W ashington Post 
published the following editorial on the 
subject: 
In a recent num ber of the New Y ork 
Keening Sun, were interesting and signifi ­ 
cant interviews of two gentlemen from 
South America on the enormous exodus of 
visitors to the Paris Exposition. 
The fol­ 
lowing extract forcibly illustrates w hat we 
may expect at the T hree Americas Expo­ 
sition at W ashington, in 1802: 
“ You cannot im agine,” said one of 
the 
bronz -faced gentlem en, “ the crowds which 
are preparing to visit Paris this sum m er from 
the whole ot Sou h and Central Am erica. We 
traveled here w ith representatives of nearly 
every section of the Southern Republics, aud 
they were all of th e opinion th a t it is to be a 
general exodus ol the most w ealthy and Influ­ 
ential 
ci.izeus of those 
far-away com m on­ 
w ealths." 
A gentlem an from Ecuador w eut as 
far as tn sav th a t in ihe principal cities of his 
country nobody would tie found in July but the 
children and their nurses, outside ol the Gov­ 
ernm ent officials and employes, aud the regu­ 
lar troops of the Republic, liih e United States, 
Mexico and Canada are to send a proportionate 
n n m b ero f visitors i w onder how Paris w ill tie 
abie to accom m odate such an influx from the 
New W oihl. 
The New Y ork Herald of Saturday con­ 
tained the following editorial estim ate of 
the num ber of Americans who will visit 
Europe this year, and it is fair to presume 
that the Paris Exposition will lie the ob­ 
jective p o in t: 
It is estim ated th a t 100.000 A m ericans will 
visit Europe this sum m er. Suppose they spend 
SI,(.00 each on the average. 
T h at is not too 
m uch, is it? Now, reckon the am ount of m oney 
th a t w ill be dropped in different parts of the 
continent. One hundred thousand persons at 
81,(100 each. T hat m akes a grand total ol ■? 10-3,­ 
000,000. 
T he New York Sun of yesterday, in an 
elaborate account of the opening of the 
Paris Exposition, says: 
T here are about 100,000 A m ericans in Paris, 
and it is perhaps unnecessary to say th at they 
are in the m ovem ent. 
T he Post is decidedly of the opinion 
th at the Herald underestim ates both the 
m agnitude of the A m erican exodus to 
Europe and the amount th at will be 
spent. 
Our reasons for this belief are as 
fol lows: 
Eleven years ago one of the Consuls of 
the United States in Europe, in a report 
to the Departm ent of State, estim ated the 
number of Americans who visited Europe 
during the single year ending Ju ly i, 
1878, to be 20,244. 
A fter expressing the 
belief that this .was a fair average of pre­ 
vious years, he gave the reasons in detail, 
and closed as follows: 
It is therefore thought not to be an unreason­ 
able estim ate to fix the daily average expendi­ 
tures of each person, including cost of living, 
education, traveling expenses, and the pur­ 
chase ot expensive trifles, w hich m ay be prop 
erly enum erated expenses, at Í5. Assuming 
th at the current A m erican first-class travel 
“over the sea" to Europe is correctly given as 
21' 244 per annum , and th at the average period 
of absence is two years, th e num ber of A m eri­ 
can visitors constantly but tem porarily abroad 
would be 58,488, and th eir daily expenditures, 
$292,440, or. per annum . 8106,740,600, draw n 
from the United States in gold. 
In view of these facts, and the further 
fact th at tiie exodus will lie unusually 
large this year, on account of the Paris 
Exposition, we have no hesitation in say­ 
ing the amount of money which will be 
spent in Europe during 1880 by A m eri­ 
cans will be nearly $200,000,000. 
Now su¡ipose th at all this is reversed, 
tiiat our own N ational Capital has in 1892 
an exposition of the nineteen nations of 
the three Americas, and the city ouW ash- 
ington becomes w hat it should lie, the 
Paris of America in beauty aud attractions, 
the Rome of America in art, and the Ber­ 
lin of America in educational advantages; 
that a large portion of said $200,000,000 is 
spent at home, and another and sim ilar 
amount is spent here by Europeans and 
Centra] and South Americans, we can then 
appreciate the grand prize the Exposition 
National Board of Promotion is working 
for. 
But this is not all, for the commercial 
idea is the leading one underlying the E x ­ 
position movement. W e mean by this more 
intim ate commercial relations between the 
several sister nations of the three Am er­ 
icas. 
The annual foreign commerce (ex­ 
ports and im ports combined) of the Amer­ 
ican nations south of the U nited States is, 
in round numbers, $1,000,000,000 per year 
in value. 
Of their total annual imports, 
am ounting to alxiut 
$500,000,000, 
the 
U nited States supplies but one-sixth, the 
lion’s share being supplied by England, 
Germany and France. 
The Paris Exposi­ 
tion will give another boom to this Eu­ 
ropean monopoly of 
Spanish-American 
commerce. 
This state of affairs should 


also lie reversed and five-dxths of their 
iiiK'- rts supplied by the United 6\:te~. 
The num ber of visitors at great exposi­ 
tions i- also an interesting tact. 
At the 
the P hiladelphia Centennial, in 187(5, the 
total was 10,000,000. 
The estimated nurn- 
ber of visitors expected at Paris this vear 
is 17.000,000. 
In 1 '0 2 the population of 
th e U nited States will be 50 per cent. I 
greater than in 187t5, money more plenti- : 
fat. aud the facilities for transportation 
infinitely better, hence at th e T hree Amer­ 
icas Exposition, at W ashington, we may 
exjiect at least 15,000,000 visitors. 
Equally significant are tiie statistics in 1 
regard to the National Board of Prom o­ 
tion, who are so earnestly advocating the ’ 
Three Americas movement. 
They iiave 
frequently been published, but in this i 
connection should he repeated. 
During 
the three years since the movement was , 
first started the Governors of forty States 
and Territories, the Mayors of sixty lead- I 
ing cities, 100 Presidents and Secretaries ■ 
of Boards of Trade throughout the U nited ! 
St tes, and th< > flicers of most of the State ; 
and T erritorial granges have, by formal ! 
and earnest letters, a-.vcpted membership ' 
in the Board and pledged their active co- 1 
operation. In addition to ti»is. the Foreign I 
Affairs Committ e 
I tl • U nited States 
House of Representatives has, by a unan- ' 
imoits vote, favorably reported the Three j 
Americas Exposition bill, and tiie Boards 
of Trade throughout the country are now, 
at their respective 
m onthly meetings, 
showing a renewed and additional interest 
by appointing standing committees upon 
this im portant subject. 
There is still another statistical fact 
which should not lie forgotten, and that is 
the exposition >n 1802 is in honor of four 
hundred years of American history, prog­ 
ress, grandeur and glory. 
In conclusion, we beg to remind tiie 
press and the public th at W ashington is 
the city of the nation and of all the States, 
the national capital of 60,000,000 Amer­ 
ican people—á city in which all are 
equally interested, and of whose adorn­ 
ment ail should be equally proud, 
it is 
also the capital of the oldest, wealthiest 
and foremost of the several sister nations 
of the three Americas. 
It is not a com­ 
mercial city and therefore lias no rivals, 
for other cities will reap the trade bene­ 
fits of this movement. 
For these reasons it has, w ith marked 
unanim ity, been selected by the American 
people as the proper place for the great 
exposition of 1SP2.

As the United .States has no system of regis­ 
tration of vital statistics, such as is relied upon 
by other civilized nations for the purpose of 
ascertaining the actual m ovem ent of i»opu]a- 
tion, our census affords the only opportunity of 
obtaiuiug near an approxim ate estim ate of the 
birth and death rates of m uch the larger part 
of the country, w hich is entirely unprovided 
with any satisfactory system 
of State aud 
m u nie i pal rea i st rat ion. 
In view cf th K the Census Office, during the 
m onth of May, this year, w iil issue to the m edi­ 
cal profession throughout the country “ J’hysi- 
eiau’s Registers” for the purpose of obtaining 
more accurate returns of deaths th an ii is possi­ 
ble for tlie enum erators to m ake. It is earnestly 
hoped th a t physicians in every p ari of the coun­ 
try will co-operate w ith the Census Office in 
this im portant work. The record should be 
kepi from Ju n e 1, ISM), to May Jl. 
Nearly 
26,000of these registration books w ere filled up 
and returned to the office in 1:*80, and nearly 
all of them used for statistical purposes. 
It is 
hoped th at double this num ber wiil be obtained 
for the eleventh census 
Physicians not receiving reg'sters can obtain 
them by sending their nam es and address to 
tin* Census Office, aud. w ith the xegisier. an 
official envelope w hich requires no stam p will 
be provided for th eir return to W ashington. 
If all m edical and surgical 
practitioners 
throughout the country will lend th eir aid. the 
m ortality and vital statistic» of the eleventh 
census will be more com prehensive aud com ­ 
plete than they have ever been. 
Every physi­ 
cian should take a personal pride in having 
this report as full and accurate as it is possible 
to m ake it. 
It is hereby prom ised th at ail inform ation ob­ 
tained through tais source shall be held strictly 
confidential.

CORRUPT POLITICAL METHODS.” 
In the Forum United States Senator Ed­ 
munds discusses the matter of corrupt 
political methods. He asks a question that 
has presented itself to every thinking lover 
oi republican institutions, “To what extent 
is it wise and proper to reward political 
workers; and how can the use of money in 
elections be suppressed? ” The inquiry is 
itself a note of warning. When the people 
become wholly insensible to the enormity 
of political corruption, they will have 
reached the level where their liberties may 
be seized ujion without possibility of re­ 
clamation, except through violent and 
bloody revolution against the usurpation. 
The Senator is sound in his judgment 
that the root of the evil is m the pursuit 
©:' }>olitics as a means to personal ends 
only, and regardless of the welfare of the 
people. The real judgment of the citizens, 
whether wise or unwise, must make the 
Government that we speak of, as “of, 
for and by the people.” If in this division 
of government, ascertainable through the 
ballot-box, votes enough are bought and 
sold to control the result, then the govern­ 
ment fashioned by that result, is a tiling of 
bargain and price—a commodity. 
Where, as is frequently the ease, the 
division of opinion between the people is 
very close, a few votes bought may turn 
the scale either way, and that it is thus 
adjusted often i> undeniable, since the 
temptation is strung, and the venal are 
always to be found in number sufficient to 
avail of the opportunity. For, as the Sen­ 
ator says, there are unfortunately those of 
our countrymen who consider polities as 
tacticiaus do war, and that the “other 
party” is to he treated as an enemy,against 
whom it is permissible to employ any 
agencies that will compass its overthrow. 
That such should consider places of trust 
and emolument as the spoil of war is not 
surprising. The danger most menacing 
that has presented itself in recent years to 
the thoughtful is the passivity of the 
people in the face of the enormity of such 
doctrines and sentiments and the heinous­ 
ness of the unconcealed political corruption 


01 the day—the apparent indifference, that 
really seems to be augmenting and spread­ 
ing, to the dishonest methods employed by 
the low-level order of politicians. It is 
this lack of wakefulness to the true charac­ 
ter of such crimes and their inevitable re­ 
sult if persisted in and unrebuked, that 
alarms the Senator and causes him to 
appeal to the people in the paper referred 
to. 
Senator Edmunds declares that there is 
nothing to be gained by closing our eyes 
to the truth concerning the political cor­ 
ruption of day, and the fact that the in­ 
tegrity of the ballot-box is at the mercy 
of registration and election officers, who 
are now so chosen and disciplined as to 
make them autocrats of the results of our 
elections. It is a fact that a great many 
people who would abhor any such policy 
in their relations with each other in busi­ 
ness, do not scruple to justify or at least 
excuse the corrupt means employed in 
modern polities, on the ground that the 
interests of the country are at stake ac­ 
cording to this or that view, and that it is 
necessary to prevent the proposed policy 
of the opposing party being forced upon 
the nation or State. This is a bad enough 
excuse, savs the Senator, in a Presidential 
contest for use of vicious means, hut it 
would l>e infinitely worse wore the Presi­ 
dent chosen by the jtopular vote. The 
force and strength of this assertion of the 
inexctisableness of such means is demon­ 
strated in the proposition he formulates, 
that if these methods are defensible, as al­ 
leged, then the right thing to do is to 
have the facts made public, the sums ex­ 
pended for bribery and corruption pub­ 
lished, and the bribers and the bribed re­ 
warded with place and honor for their 
services in the cause of the country. 


Senator Edmunds believes that there 
were about $0,000,000 collected and ex­ 
pended in the late Presidential campaign, 
and that after all due allowance is made 
for legitimate expenses, parades, printing, 
street spectacles, etc., a great sum will still 
remain unaccounted for, that in all prob­ 
ability was ex|>ended in ways and for pur­ 
poses condemned by the laws and the 
moral sense of mankind. The causes for 
such corruption are found, in his opinion, 
in the intensity of party feeling that leads 
many men who have no jtcrsonal ends in 
view to consent to procedure in party in­ 
terest that in their relations of business 
with men they would deem the very 
essence of dishonesty and dishonor; that 
is, there has grown up a sentiment that in 
politics the principles of morality do not 
apply, and that violation of the penal laws 
in political activity is nothing of imjiort- 
ance unless the operator is discovered. 
The second cause is the activity of a class 
without principles and that engages in 


politics for what can be made out of the 
campaigns and the control of positions. 
These men very often become leaders and 
enioy a reputation for patriotism and as 
party workers of great value and energy, 
whom it is right to reward for their serv­ 
ices. W hen they attain to place they 
usually have a corps of subordinates who 
sail for favor as their principals direct, 
and the latter thus become the heads of 
political machines and as such “jiowers.” 
The body of the people, Senator Ed­ 
munds thinks, want their officers selected 
for capacity and fitness, and do not wish 
the political worker to be feed with a 
place he is unfitted to fill; at the same 
time they do recognize the propriety of 
acknowledging the services of such men as 
have been unselfishly active politically. 
This is a correct conclusion, but it does 
not cross the purpose of a wise civil service 
reform, which must obtain with us if we 
are not to surrender our liberties, a judg­ 
ment which the Senator does not in so 
lany words pronounce, but which it is 
asv to discern between the lines of his 
paper. He well says that we cannot hope 
to suppress the thirst for power, but we 
may control and limit its gratification. 
To this end the demand for displace­ 
ment of faithful and competent public 
servants, merely to reward political work­ 
ers must be boldly antagonized by an 
awakened moral sense of the people, who 
must be made to realize that the policy of 
“spoils” lies at the root of the danger 
threatening them by the usurpation of 
their rights at the ballot-box. This is the 
difficult problem now before the nation, 
and upon its correct solution may turn the 
fate of the nation. It is simply impossible 
to continue in prosperity and safety, and 
at the same time laugh to scorn the truths 
of history and the experience of mankind, 
which teach that such practices as the 
Senator catalogues, are motors of decad­ 
ence and instruments for the undermin­ 
ing of a representative form of govern­ 
ment. It is true, as he says, that we want 
no office-holding class, but we may add 
that a corrupt class dominating official 
patronage is more to lie feared. However, 
civil service reform contemplates no office- 
holding class. 
The great bulk of the 
small administrative employments, says 
the Senator, involve no governmental pol­ 
icy, and relate only to strictly defined bus­ 
iness work. Civil service reform demands, 
as the R e c o u d -U n io n has tniformly held, 
that for all such there shall he applied 
business principles, the accurate, rapid and 
honest discharge of the public business 
standing always superior to the demands 
of party servitors for reward. The citizen 
must feel as concerned that the business of 
his Government is as well discharged as 
he would in his own private enter­ 
prises. This is the pith of civil service re­ 
form, and the Senator gives its friends 
comfort by the statement that despite 
avoidance by party, and the open opposi­ 
tion of a large class, the reform has made 
material progress, and encourages the hope 
that before many years the great body of 
the civil employment will cease to he the 
spoil of party contention. 
The removal of the spoils system will 
greatly purify political methods by with­ 
drawal of the incentive for corruption, but 
it will not wholly eliminate the evils that 
the thoughtful consider as present menaces 
to the integrity of representative forms. 
As Senator Edmunds says—and we inter­ 
ject other possible reforms—registration 
laws must be such as will conserve the 
well-springs of true liberty: elections must 
be conducted by men of high character 
and tried ability, and under provisions 
putting it as far as is possible out of the 
power of the corrupt to pervert the verdict 
of the people; the secresy of the ballot 
must be assured, and thereby the protec­ 
tion of the voter front cow by those inter­ 
ested in coercing him; there should he 
public canvassing of votes and the publi­ 
cation of all election expenses and their 
verification under oath; there should be 
speedy hearing of election contests; drastic 
punishment of bribers and the bribed, and 
of ail who illegally register or vote; dis­ 
creet reformation of the naturalization 
laws; limitation of immigration to those 
classes assimilative and sincerely eschew­ 
ing foreign allegiance, and not likely to 
become public charges and public terrors; 
and finally, more attention must he given 
to the instruction of youth in civil govern­ 
ment and the substructural principles of 
the republic, instead of trusting them to 
the haphazard and “pick-up” methods of 
acquiring a knowledge of their rights and 
the origin of the same, and of their duties 
and obligations to each other and to their 
country. No one expects to reform human 
nature by legal regulation, nor by law to 
lessen the greed and venality of men, but 
we may make the gratification very diffi­ 
cult, the knowledge and love of free insti­ 
tutions broader and reverence for their 
sanctity greater. 
THE CANADIAN QUESTION.I 
The magazine literature for the month 
of dune presents two papers upon the sub­ 
ject of the relations of the Canadian States 
to those of the American Union and the 
possible changes that the future has in 
store for them. Mr. Charles II. Litgrin. a 
Canadian, in the Century, claims that ac. 
cording to all topographical conditions and 
natural environment, the North American 
continent is a u n it; that is to say, if the 
country had been originally developed as 
a jiolitical unit, the suggestion to draw ar­ 
bitrary lines east and west across it to di­ 
vide it into rival sections, hanqiered by 
regulations artificial and variable, would 
lie treated as the hight of absurdity, be­ 
cause opposed by nature and common 
sense. They are in principle one now: the 
diflerence between their people is not 
greater than that between the jieople of 
the several States of the Union, and there­ 
fore, while annexation is very problemat­ 
ical, commercial union should lie estab­ 
lish ed. 
Under the old reciprocity treaty trade 
was fostered, and commerce between fañ ­ 
ada and the United States flourished 
greatly. W hen it expired and tarills were 
set up at “ the line,” they did not break 
down the trade, and to-day half the busi­ 
ness the Canadians do is done with the 
United States. He holds that the two 
countries are necessary to each other, and 
a formidable array of statistics is mar­ 
shaled to prove that we of the United 
States will in time need the productive 
capacity of the Canadas to supplement our 
own; that by 1920 we will have 120,000,­ 
000 of people, and that to maintain our 
present rate of stock production, food*sup- 
ply and export, we must have 9.80,000,000 
of acres under tillage and pasture, whereas 
but 500,000,000 acres are available to us; 
that at the close of this century this area 
will about all lie held in private owner­ 
ship, and that a large proportion of it is 
below the line of profitable wheat cult­ 
ure, and not adapted to stock-raising. 
Therefore, if Canada has fertile virgin soil 


to our needs, we must beet in ’ a purchaser 
of supplies front her—and he declares that 
Canada is thus possessed. 
W e cannot enter into even a slight ex­ 
amination of the proofs adduced by Mr. 
Lugrin to establish the immensity of the 
fertile area of the Canadas, the discovery 
of the remarkable productiveness, and the 
magnificent climatic advantages they pos­ 
sess—for instance, the proof of the fact 
that in the great Mackenzie river basin 
there are no less than 800,000square miles 
suitable for grazing, and of which 31(5,000 
square miles are adapted to the cultiva­ 
tion of wheat. 
The essayist at much 
length dwells upon the surprises the great 
Northwest has for the people of the conti­ 
nent, and the gross misconceptions that 
have been entertained concerning its char­ 
acter and capacity. He does not commit 
himself to annexation, avoiding it pur­ 
posively, but he does make a strong plea 
for the clearing away of the tariff barriers 
and the destruction of all obstacles to per­ 
fect reciprocity, since, he holds, that com­ 
mercially the two countries are by nature 
intended to be iu harmony and practically 
a unit. 
JUSTICE HARLAN'S ORATION. 
We invite attention to the masterly ora­ 
tion of Justice Harlan, which is published 
in full in another column. It was deliv­ 
ered at the Centennial Banquet of the 
I nion League Club, ( hicago, in response 
to the toast, “ Washington and the Consti­ 
tution.” It is a paper that should he de­ 
liberately read by all Americans, young 
and old. The popular estimate of Wash­ 
ington is rather that of the patriotic sol­ 
dier than as the statesman; but Justice 
Harlan, in a most eloquent and polished 
oration, remarkable for its vigor and con­ 
ciseness, and for its exhaustive character, 
recalls the historical record and presents it 
in the strongest possible light that estab­ 
lishes Washington as a champion of the 
Constitution, and that proves that but for 
his splendid defense of it, it might not 
have been adopted. Washington foresaw 
that the possibilities of the new nation for 
ali success resided in a Federal arm as 
strong over the whole Union as the inde‘ 
pendent powers of the States within their 
individual jurisdictions. The oration sets 
forth in the clearest manner the proofs of 
the wonderful foresight and breadth of 
vision of the sage of Mount Vernon. For, 
as the orator establishes, his prescience re­ 
vealed to him the great truth that the es­ 
sential guarantee of an indissoluble union 
of States was a Federal head with all 
needed power to maintain the form and 
vigor of national existence as an independ­ 
ent power among the nations of the earth. 
We commend the speech of Justice Harlan 
to our readers as a fine example of pure 
English, and as a patriotic delivery of the 
best order. 


T h e r e has been contributed upon the 
important subject of Canadian reciprocity 
no more exhaustive and well sustained 
paper than that of Mr. Lugrin, not except­ 
ing even the pamphlets of Erastus Wiman 
of New York upon commercial union with 
Canada, and which have been several times 
approvingly considered by the R e u o rd - 
Uxi x. This latter advocate of trade reci­ 
procity with the Dominion contributes to 
the Nor/A American Ileview for June a 
paper upon the destiny of Canada, in 
which lie holds that a vast majority of the 
people of the Fnited States believe in the 
wisdom of the proposition to annex, and 
that such an acquisition would not impel il 
or disturb our existing system. On the 
other hand his testimony is, and few men 
are better informed upon the subject, that 
eight out of ten men in Canada prefer to 
remain either independent of the United 
States and of England also, or else to main­ 
tain present relations with the mother 
country, (juebec, with its immense pre­ 
ponderance of Catholics, who oppose anv 
political change that would tend to reduce 
their dominance, is a formidable obstacle 
to any political revolution such as would 
result from annexation. England would 
most certainly oppose the surrender of ter­ 
ritory equal to nearly half her domain ; 
consent by her to annexation would he a 
reversal of her policy that is unthinkable, 
in view of the expenditure of blood and 
treasure on her part to acquire what she 
has. But Mr. Wiman adheres to his old 
belief that commercial union is ¡lossible, 
and now declares that the idea is making 
material progress on both sides of the line. 
As an evidence of this he recalls the pas­ 
sage of the Ilitt resolution in Congress last 
spring, authorizing the appointment of a 
Commission, whenever Canada signifies a 
willingness to co-operate, to inquire into 
and report upon the whole subject of com­ 
mercial union. He believes that such a 
union is not only possible, but probable, 
and that the result will have an amazing 
beneficial influence upon both countries 
and in all likelihood will lead to the inde­ 
pendence of Canada. 


T h e r e are constantly presented evi­ 
dences of the superior esteem in which 
much American machinery is held abroad. 
One of the latest instances of this is the 
testimony of the Superintendent of the 
Mission at Rangoon, who said to a visitor 
recently, “We get all our presses from 
the United States. They cost twice as 
much as those of tiie English make, but 
they last more than four times as long.” In 
every instance where the pride of good 
workmanship rises superior to greed of 
gain, we can and do lead in the manu­ 
facture of practical machinery. We ought 
to be able to say that we have taken care 
in this matter to make and keep a trade 
also for our vehicles, tools and implements 
in Mexico and in the South American 
states. But in truth we have not done so 
liecause we do not manufacture for the 
needs of those countries. W hile it is true 
that the vehicles and implements we send 
to them are superior to those of the Ger­ 
mans and the English, being lighter and 
yet as strong, the Mexicans and the South 
Americans cling to their old designs and 
will not be convinced that serviceability, 
weight and ponderosity are not insep­ 
arable. The English and the Germans, 
shrewder than arc our manufacturers, 
make machines and vehicles, tools and 
farm implements to suit the tastes of our 
neighbors, regardless of the improvements 
that mechanical science approves. The 
result is that the manufacturers of those 
nations control the trade in the countries 
named that we ought to dominate. In the 
matter of the printing press, however, 
neither the English nor the German in­ 
ventors or manufacturers have been able 
to outdo us. And so it is, that where our 
other machinery is largely excluded, the 
American press finds its way. The reason 
is obvious: the American users of presses 
will accept only the most serviceable; our 
manufacturers, under the stimulus of hot 
comj>etition, produce a high class of work, 
and the same quality is sent abroad that is 
sold at home, for the printers of the hemi­ 
sphere are in constant communication and 


engaged in mutual criticism, and are in 
stantly informed as to every advance step 
made in the art. In the Old World there 
is no such general perfection attained in 
printing machinery as with us, and while 
it is true that the French give us some of 
the best examples of achievement in the 
art of printing, notablv in colors, it is also 
true that they do not employ machinery of 
their own manufacture that is in anywise 
superior to that turned out of the factories 
of the United States. 


T iie t nicago Inter-IJeean well enough 
says: 
The theater, in its wholesome state, is the 
highest and noblest am usem ent to w hich the 
great public can be invited. 
It is a liberal edu­ 
cation to the hum ble, a m eans oi refinem ent to 
the tortune-favored The most vital and com­ 
plete of arts, in m usic and the dram a, in the 
expression and play of emotions, in the illustra­ 
tion of character, and iu the m anifestation of 
m ind is that of the stage, and it should be 
guarded and preserved to tbe benefit, the spir­ 
itual, m oral, and intellectual service of m an 
when it is other than a harm less and recreating 
am usem ent. The press has suddenly become 
faise to the trust reposed iu it, and the public 
should reassert :t> old prerogative, 
stage 
otleuders now account newspaper condem nation 
as so m uch advertising to help their m onetary 
chances with m anagers another season—for it 
m ust be rem em bered the press has created a 
liking in vn’gar m inds ’or the theatrical parade 
of malodorous persons. 
But hew does our contemporary propose 
to reform the press that is thus guilty ? 
We can freely admit that the method of 
the “ slam-bang” and sensational press 
has brought the dirty linen of the stage 
into disgusting prominence. But how would 
it do to begin a cleansing process on the 
stage as well as in the press? Suppose the 
decent newspapers of the day bend their 
energies to the task of making the dirty 
linen less possible of being flaunted upon 
the stage? Let it say to managers that 
they shall not have their countenance, but 
will have their enmity, if they continue to 
foster a class of characters on the stage 
whose reputations are vile. Suppose that 
our contemporary proceed to inaugurate 
a crusade upon the filth of the stage that 
enables the nasty press to rake in a muck 
heap, and drag out to light revolting speci­ 
mens of social bestiality and rottenness ? 
The newspaper has led in more formidable 
tasks, and it is in its power to apply at 
least partial correctives to a great deal of 
the vileness of the stage, and to make the 
boards slippery for any considerable foot­ 
hold by the class of loose people that con­ 
stitute, next to the sensational trash writ­ 
ten for the theater, the reproach of the 
dramatic profession of to-day. 


lTw iLi.be remem bered that when Mr. Rav- 
ard accepted the conference, the Republican 
press denounced him and dem anded instead a 
declaration of war. Xr. Blaine has not sue 
ceeded iu am ending M r Bayard, policy in the 
sm allest particular.—.S’. F. AUa. 
Nothing of the kind. At no time has 
títere been any demand for a declaration 
of war. The people, irrespective of party, 
approved the course of Mr. Bayard in con­ 
senting to a conference two and a half 
years ago. But they did condemn him, 
and justly, for permitting Bismarck to 
bulldoze him into an abandonment of the 
Conference. Had he stood firm against 
Germany, have risen in indignation at the 
deportation of Malietoa, and have stood by 
Greenebaum and Sewall, Bismarck would 
have abandoned his bullying, just as he 
did, eventually. Very true, after public 
opinion grew red-hot, and the temper of 
the American people was made manifest, 
Mr. Bayard did renew the demand for re­ 
assembling of the Conference. It is also 
true that the Administration of President 
Harrison placed upon that Conference 
Board, Bates, whose advice Bayard re­ 
jected and stigmatized as unsound and un­ 
wise ; and that it attached to the Board 
Sewall, whom Bayard removed because he 
contended that our Government had not 
kept faith with the Samoans, and had been 
overridden by the Germans. And the 
judgment of these two men has now been 
confirmed by tiie decision of the Confer­ 
ence. If that is anything less than a con­ 
demnation of the policy of Mr. Bayard, 
we are unable to see it. It certainly is 
true that originally Mr. Bayard’s policy 
was sound, and that that original inten­ 
tion of our Government is now likely to 
be made effective. But it is also true, be­ 
yond possibility of successful denial, that 
between intention anti performance, Air. 
Bayard “ fell down,” woefully, prone anil 
fiat. 


T h e dispatch of English war ships to 
the» Arctic and to Behring Sea should not 
occasion any fear that there is a threat of 
war in the movement. England has every 
year sent ships to that region, changed her 
commands, and relieved her vessels on 
this side the globe. That nation is not 
going to war with us over the seal fisher­ 
ies. In the first [dace she would not do 
so without protest against the “ closed sea” 
order; nor would she do so if the response 
proved unsatisfactory without the usual 
notice to neutrals, and the formality of 
warning to non-combatants. Títere is more 
reason to believe that the purpose of Eng­ 
lish authorities, if they have any special 
end in view in the present movement other 
than that we have suggested, is to hold the 
excitable Canadian fishermen in check. 
They are far more likely to cause us 
trouble than tbe guns of the British ships. 
A site has been selected for the erection 
of tbe Confederate Veteran Home. It 
will be located at Atlanta, near Grant 
Park, on a tract of land containing one 
hundred and twentv-five acres.

D illingham , 
a leading capitalist and p lan ter of H ono­ 
lulu, w ho was in th e city for th e purpose 
of inspecting a herd of G allow ay cattle, at 
A gricultural P ark , th a t are to be shipped 
to H o n o lu lu in a few days. 
M r. D illing­ 
h am was asked if th e islands w ere now in 
a prosperous condition. 
“T hey are,” he said, “ m ore prosperous 
th an at any period I can recall d u rin g m y 
long residence there. 
A 
syndicate, of 
w hich I am a m em ber, is now bu ild in g a 
railroad from H o n o lu lu to P earl H arbor, 
w here the U nited States has the exclusive 
rig h t of occupation as a coaling station, etc. 
T h is road, in w hich I ow n four-fifths of the 
stock, w ill be som e tw enty-five m iles in 
length, and w hen in operation it w ill be 
th e first regular passenger railroad on the 
islands. 
T here are a couple of sh o rt lines 
now b u t they are used alm ost entirely for 
freighting purposes. 
E ventually we expect 
to extend o u r road entirely around the 
island.” 
" Is y o u r visit to C alifornia in an y way 
connected w ith th is enterprise?” 
“ W ell, yes,' 
replied M r. D illingham , 
“ I am having tw enty-eight cars b u ilt for 
th e road. 
T he w ork is being done by Cali­ 
fornia m echanics, th e C arter Bros , at N ew ­ 
ark. A lam eda county. 
T hey b uilt all the 
cars in use on the narrow -gauge road th at 
runs from A lam eda to Santa Cruz, and 
m ost of th e cable cars now in use in San 
Francisco. 
O ur locom otives w ill have to 
be b u ilt in th e East, as the S outhern P a­ 
cific C om pany has all it can do in this line 
for itself.” 
“ A bout w hat proportion of m anufactures, 
etc., required on the islands is purchased 
in C alifornia, or rath er in th e U nited 
States?” asked th e reporter. 
“ W hat proportion-! ” alm ost exclaim ed 
the speaker. 
“ W hy, m y dear sir, I m ight 
tru th fu lly say th at everything no t pro­ 
duced on th e islands is bought here. 
B ut, 
to be exact, I w ill say th a t ju st ninety-tw o 
per cent, o f last year s im portations ‘cam e 
from th e U nited States. 
I know this, be­ 
cause I m ade a report on th e subject, and 
am able to give th e exact figures.

W hy we im ported from California 
last year alone no less than $5(10,000 w orth 
ot hay, grain, etc., for live stock on the 
islands.” 
R eporter—“ W h at is th e 
com parative 
strength 
of the A m erican elem ent 
in 
H aw aii, as regards business an d property- 
o w n ersh ip ?” 
“ To all in tents and purposes,” said Mr. 
D illingham , 
“ H aw aii is an A m erican 
colony. A m ericans are now paying seventv- 
five per cent, of all the taxes th ere.” 
R eporter — “ H ow did th e A m ericans 
m anage to secure a foothold in th e islands? ’ 
“ By th eir pluck, enterprise and public 
spirit. 
T he reciprocity treaty has helped 
both sides to th e com pact. 
You see, we, of 
th e Sandw ich Islands, are n o t m anufactur­ 
ers at all. 
W e have one in d u stry —th a t of 
sugar-grow ing; we are consum ers o f the 
things th at th e U nited States m anufacturers 
have for sale. 
R eciprocity w ith H aw aii 
does not endanger A m erican m an u factu r­ 
ing interests. 
T he only th in g we have to 
ofier in your m arket is sugar. 
W hy, up to 
th e tim e the reciprocity "treaty was m ade

refer to th e great benefits th at H aw aii has 
received through th e generosity of this 
country. 
T hey see only one side of it. 
T h ey see th at we sell lots of sugar over 
here, b ut they overlook or ignore the fact 
th at in retu rn for the favor extended to us. 
we supply all our w ants front th e factories 
and shops an d harvest fields o f th is co u n ­ 
try. 
A s before stated, m ore th an 90 per 
cent, of everything we require is purchased 
here.” 
R eporter—“ H as the U nited States m uch 
com petition to m eet in m ercantile lines on 
the islands?” 
"Y es, she has had m ost vigorous com pe­ 
tition from th e E nglish and G erm ans, but 
th e large A m erican elem ent there has se­ 
cured control of affairs an d A m erican 
trade is constantly ‘boom ed’ for all there is 
in it. 
T he U nited States cannot afford to 
neglect h er citizens over there. 
They 
should have every protection th a t the 
strong arm of th e G overnm ent can extend 
to them , w ith, of course, a proper recard 
for treaty stipulations. 
H aw aii should be 
regarded—as far as trade interests are con­ 
cerned—as an outlying A m erican colony, 
w hich it is in fact to-day. 
O ur people 
have control in nearly everything there." 
R eporter—“ H as H aw aii reached an y ­ 
th in g like h er possibilities in the w ay of 
sugar production—in other words, w hat 
are th e inducem ents to new -com ers in th at 
direction, if any ?” 
“ W ell,” 
replied 
Mr. D illingham , “ it 
m ay ha said th a t the possibilities of ihe 
islands have not been h a lf tested. 
O ur 
com pany alone controls 150,000 acres of w hat 
m ig h t be called w ild land, but w hich can, 
w ith sm all outlays, be converted into first- 
class cane land. 
Indeed, one ot th e objects 
we have in view in buildipg a railroad 
around th e island is to develop these lands 
and attract strangers th ereto .” 
R eporter—“ W hat is th e average cost of 
good cane-land, and w hat profit is derived 
therefrom ?” 
“ Good, irrigated cane-grow ing land is 
w orth about $1G0 per acre. 
It will produce 
from five to seven tons of sugar (not the 
cane per ac re. 
T his raw sugar is w orth 
from t!J to 
cents per pound. 
T hus you 
will see that, at low er estim ates th an these, 
an acre of good sugar-cane is w orth at least 
$500 o r $600 a year. 
I do n ’t th in k th at 
C alifornians, even in exceptional cases, can 
do as well w ith th eir land as this. 
Besides, 
th e cane is a pretty sure crop.” 
In conclusion, Mr, D illingham said th at 
H aw aii has, in his opinion, a bright future 
before her. 
T here are occasional political 
dissensions, b ut tim e will regulate m atters 
in th at particular. 
T h e A m erican elem ent 
is steadily grow ing stronger in th e islands, 
and will undoubtedly be able to control af­ 
fairs there if th e G overnm ent sh ould con­ 
tin u e its present liberal policy. 
In com pany w ith Mr. D illingham was J . 
C am pbell, also of H onolulu, w ho is in te r­ 
ested in the shipm ent of th e fine cattle re­ 
ferred to. 
T he reporter also m et W alter 
C. W eedon, from w hom the cattle were 
purchased. 
H e is Secretary of the In ter­ 
national G allow ay C attle C om pany, w hose 
headquarters are at K ansas City, M issouri, 
and is constantly traveling in the interests 
of the com pany. T he latter has large herds 
in M issouri and th e N orthw est, and also 
near Reno, Nev.

Central Irrigation D istrict, respondent, 
vs. R. De I.appe et al. 
T his was a Coiusa 
county case, in w hich there has been no 
little interest m anifested. 
It was an ap ­ 
plication for a m andam us to com pel the 
Secretary of an irrigation district to sign 
and seal certain bonds. 
One of the prop- 
ertv-ow ners of the district was allow ed to 
intervene for th e purpose of contesting th e 
validity o f th e bonds. 
T he Court below 
granted the m andam us and the intervenor 
appealed. 
In its decision the Court says : 
“ T he district was organized u n d er th e Act 
know n as th e W right law . 
T his A ct was 
held to be constitutional in T urlock Irrig a­ 
tion D istrict vs. W illiam s (38 Pac. Rep. 
379). In th at case irrigation districts were 
likened 
to 
districts organized 
for the 
reclam ation of sw am p lands, and th e Court 
said it was inclined to th in k th at they were 
to be regarded as public corporations. T he 
purposes of the one is to m ake large bodies 
of land fit for cultivation by rem oving the 
excess of w ater, and th at of the o th er is to 
m ake large bodies of land fit for cultivation 
by distributing w ater over them . 
T heir 
general pow ers are sim ilar in m an y re­ 
spects, an d th ey are organized upon the 
sam e plan.

The annual report of the Southern I’a- 
cific Company, its proprietary properties 
and leased lines, for the year ending De­ 
cember -d. 1888, has been issued. It has 
heretofore been the custom for each road 
of the system to issue its separate report, 
but in this the whole are consolidated and 
the operations of all the lines for the past 
year are shown together. The report shows 
that of the proprietary lines of the system, 
amounting to the par value of $113,(578,252, 
the Southern Pacific com pany owns $140,- 
237,.>J0. The com pany also owns $-11,721 
shares oí stock in the Mexican Interna­ 
tional Railroad Company , the par value of 
which is $4,172 100, out of a total of $11,­ 
8,5,500. 
I he lines are divided into two 
systems. The Pacific includes all west of 
El Paso, Texas, and Ogden, Utah. The 
A tlantic system includes the railroads be­ 
tween El Paso and New Orleans and the 
steam ship lines from New Orleans to New 
York, H avana, Florida. Mexico and other 
places. There were 4,244 81 miles of road 
operated in the Pacific system on Decem­ 
ber 31st. and 1,687 10 in the Atlantic sys­ 
tem, m aking a total of 5,931.97 miles op­ 
erated by the company. 
The total par value of the stock of the 
company is $252,416,597. 
The liabilities 
and capital stock of the company are 
$371.107,281 85, and the assests $393.756.­ 
403 19, leaving a surplus of $22,649,121 34. 
This does not include the unsold lands 
granted bv the Government to the Southern 
Pacific Company in California. The profits 
for the year were $3,815,182 74. 
The gross 
earnings of the Pacific system, except the 
Coast division, were $33,031,304 06, and the 
operating expenses were 
$21,558,146 15, 
leaving a balance of $11,473,157 91, or of 
every $100 received, $65 27, were paid for 
operating the roads. 
In the Coast division 
the gross earnings were $2,085,937 64, and 
operating expenses were $1,138,398 ,72 the 
balance being $947,538 92. 
The report says: “The relations between 
this company and the United States are 
chiefly through its operation of the lines 
of the Central Pacific Railroad Company. 
It may here be noted that paym ents are 
still withheld by the Government for trans­ 
portation services on non-aided lines, not­ 
w ithstanding the published reports ol the 
U nited States Commissioner of Railroads, 
the United States Pacific Railway Commis­ 
sion, the Court of Claims and the Supreme 
Court declare that the charges are due the 
companies and should be paid. There re­ 
m ained due to the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company on December 31,1888, from the 
U nited States, for transportation on non­ 
aided lines prior to lease to the Southern 
Pacific Company, $1,068,161 67. There is 
also due to the Southern Pacific Company 
for transportation since the commencement 
of the lease $1,515,890 89, m aking total 
cash due both companies and unlawfully 
w ithheld by the Government, the sum of 
$2,584,052 50. These am ounts are in ex­ 
cess of all requirem ents from the compa­ 
nies under the several Acts of Congress, 
and are due the companies in cash.” 
The following lines have been absorbed 
into the Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany of California: 
“ Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, San Jose and Almadén 
Railroad Company, Pajaro and Santa Cruz 
Railroad Company, 
Monterey Railroad 
Company, Monterey Extension Railroad 
Company, Southern Pacific Branch R ail­ 
way Company, San Pablo and Tulare Rail­ 
road Company, San Pablo and Tulare E x­ 
tension Railroad Company. San Ramon 
Valley Railroad Company, Stockton and 
Copperopolis Railroad Company, Stockton 
and Tulare Railroad Company, San Joa­ 
quin Valiev and Yosemite Railroad Com­ 
pany, Los Angeles and San Diego Rail­ 
road Company, Los Angeles and Inde­ 
pendence Railroad Company, Long Beach, 
W hittier and Los Angeles County Railroad 
Company. Long Beach Railroad Company, 
Southern Pacific Railroad Extension Com­ 
pany, Ramona and San Bernardino Rail­ 
road Company. The total estimated length 
of road provided for by such consolidation 
am ounts to 2,539.89 miles, of which there 
was in operation on December 3tst. 1,244.01 
m iles.” 
The capital stock of the Southern Pacific 
Company of California was on December 
31, 1887, $45,994,800. This was increased 
by consolidations and 
cw s rurtion if 
new lines $5,785.800, niakiDg a total on 
December 31. 18SS, of $59,292,800. The 
outstanding f 'nded debt was $43,050 500, 
equal to $28,3 2 per mile. The report says: 
“ By an indenture dated August 25, 1888, 
this company executed a deed of trust to 
the Central T rust Company of New York, 
providing for n consolidated fifty-year 5 
per cent. loan. The bonds under this 
mortgage are to be lim ited on newly-built 
lines to $22,500 per mile of road, for con­ 
struction and equipm ent, and a further 
am ount of $7.500 per m ile for possible 
subsequent 
double 
tracking, additional 
equipm ent and other betterm ents and addi­ 
tions. The outstanding bonds of the Pa­ 
jaro and Santa Cruz, the Monterey, the San 
Pablo and Tulare, and the Los Angeles and 
San Diego Railroads, am ounting to $2,­ 
329,000, and all of which, excepting the 
Monterey bonds, heat interest at 6 per 
cent., are to be retired and canceled and 
new live per cent, bonds issued therefor. 
Provision is also made in the mortgage for 
the ultim ate exchange of the new bonds 
tor the bonds issued under the mortgage of 
the Southern Pacific Branch Railway. The 
fifty-year bonds are a lien, subject to exist­ 
ing prior mortgages, on all the railroad, 
rolling stock, and other property now 
owned, or which may hereafter be con­ 
structed, by the consolidated company, 
excepting the line from Mohave to The 
Needles, also the lands 
granted 
by 
the U nited States. 
Upon the payment 
of 
tiie 
present 
thirty-year six 
per 
cent, bonds, of which there are now $33, 
332.500 outstanding, the fifty-year bonds 
will become a first lien on the railroad and 
lands now covered by such thirty year bonds. 
The paym ent of the thirty-year bonds is 
calculated to be provided for by the pro­ 
ceeds of land sales and the operation ol its 
sinking fund, so that the fifty-year bonds, 
which are limited to the total sum of $38,­ 
000,000 will become the sole first lien on 
the entire property of the company, pres­ 
ent and prospective." 
The report of the Land Agent shows 174,­ 
287 86 acres sold, and the net am ount of 
sales am ounts to $440,659 67. " TheU nited 
States Government granted to the railroad 
about 10.000,000 acres of land, of which the 
company sold (to December 31,1888)2,591,- 
844 acres, leaving about 7.40S 156 acres vet 
unsold. These 2.591,844 acres were sold at 
an average of $3 02 p»r acre, the purchase 
price am ounting to $7.820,907 44, of which 
the sum of $3,185,340 52 is yet outstand­ 
ing.” 
The Northern Pacific Railway shows a 
total income of $660,832 31 . an expenditure 
of $262.508 87. 
The Central Pacific reports show 1.360.28 
miles of road operated, the total income 
from which was $2.767 889 29, and the ex­ 
penditure $1,359,016 54. 
In its account 
with the Government the company reports 
that under the Thurm an Act the require­ 
m ent for the year was $467,217 50. The re­ 
port continues: 
“ The sinking fund is wholly invested in 
bonds which m ature with the debt to the 
United States, for the payment of which 
the fund is established. They will thus be 
payable at par, and the whole am ount of 
prem ium paid therefore by the Secretary 
ot the Treasury will be lost.' The result of 
the operation of this fund in the United 
States Treasury from the beginning, July 1, 
1 >78, to December 1, 188S, ten and a half 
years, isa net I Oil to the company of $399,­ 
952 56, added to the interest on ail amounts 
which have been 
paid into the fund. 
There rem ained due to the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company on December 31, 1888, 
for transportation on non-aided lines, prior 
to lease to Southern Pacific Company, $1,­ 
068,161 67. There is also due to theSouth- 
ern Pacific Company for transportation 
since the commencement of lease, $1,515, 
890 89; m aking total cash due companies 
and withheld by Government, $2.584,052 56. 
These am ounts are in excess of all require­ 
m ents of the several Acts ot Congress, and 
are duo the companies in cash. The Court 
of Claims has rendered repeated judgm ents 
in favor of the compauy for the payment 
of these charges, which have been affirmed 
by the Suprem e Court. 
*“ In view of the prospect that an agree­ 
m ent may soon be reached w ith the com­ 
pany, providing for the final settlem ent of 
all the accounts between it and the United 
States, Congress, notw ithstanding the judg­ 
m ents of the Courts, has made no appro­ 
priation for their payment. The provision 
for the paym ent of the debt to the United 
States has, by the Thurm an Act, been taken 
from the company’s hands and assumed bv 
the Government. This has been clear! v set 


before Congress; and the recent comidera* 
tion by that body of a final adjustm ent of 
the debt indicates that it recognizes the im ­ 
portance of an early settlement. 
The 
longer the delay in this m atter the longer 
are the current paym ents kept below an 
adequate am ount. 
As the Government 
o^ves the present condition of this debt to 
the evil results of its own management of 
the matter, and as an eirly settlement can­ 
not be enforced, but mu-', be in the nature 
of a compromise, it is believed that a m ea­ 
sure will be adopted which will at once 
recognize the rights ot the company and 
provide fora payment not beyond the earn­ 
ing capacity of ¡he aided road. Owing to 
the continued aggressiveness of o 'her lines 
and the reduction of rates, it would not, in 
theopinion of your Directors, he prudent to 
accept any proposition requiring a larger 
annual paym ent than $1,000,000.” 
The earnings of the Central Pacific in 
1887 were $13,601.682 30, and for 1888, $15,­ 
838 832 64, an increase ot $2,234.150 34 ; 
the percentage of operating expenses to 
earnings was 00 81. 
In the Pacific system there were em ­ 
ployed 596 locomotives, 146 having been 
added during the year; there are 12,740 
cars, exclusive of hand, sail, section and 
push cars. The cost per mile fur running 
a locomotive is 271 cents. 
The report of W. H . Mills, land agent of 
the company, for the past six years, shows 
a falling off in sales, which in 1.88.5 were 
$444.669 48, and fell off in 1888 to $20.8,­ 
393 04. In the six years mentioned the 
“ aggregate of new bm-iness was $2 945,­ 
11919. 
The year 1883 alone produced 
$880,659 87; the year succeeding (1.884) 
$712.473 18. During those two years the 
company had a large am ount of patented 
lands—lands ready to be put upon the 
m arket: but during the past three years 
this condition has been changing. The last 
patent received by the company for lands 
in California, the portion of the grant ex­ 
erting the largest influence on the totals of 
transactions, was on July 26, 1886. and this 
last patent in question conveyed but 17,427 
acres. The next preceding tiiat was dated 
April 30, 1885. Therefore, from April 30, 
1885, a period of four years, to A pril, 1889, 
the com pany has received patents for lands 
in California to but 17,427 acres; and since 
that date the aggregate sales for the years 
1886, 1S87 and 1888 are 587,611 acres.” 
The report contains a very fitting memo­ 
rial to the late Charles Crocker, and a series 
of resolutions setting forth his services and 
the loss caused to the company by his 
death.—Alla.

MILLIONAIRE ROCKEFELLER. 
O nce a B ook-K eeper, Now the K lcheat 
M an iu A m erica. 
Rockefeller’s wealth, says Julian Ralph 
in the Providence Journal, has increased 
until it is said that he is now in receipt of 
an income of $20,000,000 a year. John I>. 
Rockefeller's life story made him one of 
the marvels of the New World long before 
it was dreamed that he would ever reach 
the greatest height as a millionaire. A 
certain Dr. Rockefeller removed from the 
central part of this State less than forty 
years ago to establish himself and family 
in Cieveland John 1). and William were 
his sons. John D. finished his boyhood in 
the ( >hio city and got his schooling there. 
Then he came to New York, and was 
proud to become a book-keeper in a little 
store for the sale of farm produce on com­ 
mission in Water street in this city. At 
1!* years of age he and M. B. Clark went 
into the business on their own account. 
That was at the close of the war. While 
a book-kee|>t-r, Mr. Rockefeller had in­ 
vested a little money in a small oil refinery 
up the river. The porter in the same 
store had put his small savings into the re­ 
finery also. 
In time Rockefeller thought he saw a 
fortune in oil, and sold out his interest in 
his store to Clark. He and the former 
partner, now the millionaire Samuel An­ 
drews, then d, 'oted all their time to oil 
refining. Rockefeller was 26 and Andrews 
was under 2-5. 
Their refinery was not 
worth $0,000. and was not paid for. They 
prospered, and John’s brother. William, 
!>ecame his partner in another refinery. 
The two refineries were presently joined, 
and a store was opened in this city for the 
sale of the oil they refined. They needed 
money to swing their plans with, and set 
out to find it. Away oil in Saginaw, Mich., 
was Henry M. Flagler, sent there by a 
rich father-in-law to make his fortune in 
lumber and salt. He was not succeeding. 
The father-in-law heard of the Rocke­ 
fellers, and calling Flagler to New York, 
put him and $60,000 into the new oil firm. 
From this stage in the Rockefeller history 
liegins the unexampled career of the 
Standard Oil Company. Taking that name 
and a capital of $1,000,000, John D. Rocke­ 
feller rapidly consummated his plan to 
control the oil product of the nation. 
The business grew so enormous that it 
was able to obtain the lowest freight rates 
from the railroads, and these were often 
such that Commodore Vanderbilt re­ 
marked that only one man in the world 
amid dictate to him, and that was Rocke­ 
feller. Refineries were bought right and 
left for stock or cash. All who, like Colo­ 
nel O. 11. Payne, took stock became rich. 
The others got a fair price and that was 
j all. The corporation was a monopoly un­ 
til 1880. After that the railroads relielled 
and then the Standard built its pipe lines 
and defied the roads. The amipanv is in­ 
corporated in many States and managed 
by the Standard Trust Company in this 
city with John I>. anti William Rocke­ 
feller at the head. William owns and 
' lives at the beautiful Aspiuwall estate at 


Japan ese W om en. 
A Japanese letter says: The key to the 
character of the Japanese women lies in 
the word obedience. Ages ago her “ three 
great duties” were religiously declared to 
be obedience, if a daughter, to her father; 
if a wife, to her husband: if a widow, to 
her eldest son. “ The kid drinks its milk 
kneeling,” says the Japanese proverb— 
even the brutes show respect to their pa­ 
rents. So at the will of her parents the 
Japanese girl accepts her husband or joins 
the slaves of Aphrodite, and Confucius is 
presumably happy at the devotion of his 
behests. Her education consists of read­ 
ing and writing, the polite accomplish­ 
ments of dancing and playing on the sam- 
isen aud koto, the reading of the polite 
literature of poetry, the tea ceremonial, 
cha-no-vu and the flower ceremonial—all 
very civilizing studies, hut involving no 
development of character. 
Marriage is a civil contract, without re­ 
ligious or ofiicial ceremony. The ceremo­ 
nies, which are elaborate, are confined to 
the families and friends of the contracting 
parties, and the legal recognition takes the 
form of registration in the Government 
records. Divorce again—the pis aller of 
marriage—is theoretically easier in Japan 
than in Chicago, but as a matter of fact 
the intervention of the families protect the 
wife from injustice or caprice in all eases 
where husband and wife are respectable 
enough to have any family ties at all. The 
higher you ascend socially the more hos­ 
tile and influential are the forces arrayed 
against divorce. A woman may also sue 
for a divorce from her husband. 
Notwithstanding all the foregoing, how­ 
ever, the position of the Japanese wife is 
higher than any other Oriental country. 
She is addressed as o-ku-sama, “ the honor­ 
able lady of the house,” and as a rule every 
consideration is accorded to her. Because 
of the innate gentleness of the people and 
their elaborate and rigorous etiqutte, the 
relations of husband and wife are tar easier 
and happier than the actual facts regulat­ 
ing them could lead one to suppose. The 
wife is faithful to a fault, and adultery on 
her part is almost unknown. But the 
complete civilization of Japan wants for 
the enlightenment and greater safeguard 
of its women.

Many appear to think, says the Country 
Gentleman, that grafting, or inoculation, as 
budding is often called, has, like vaccina­ 
tion in the animal subject, in some mys­ 
terious way the power to so change the 
nature of the tree that it will bear better 
fruit than before. 
We have “ grafted 
fruit” and “ natural fruit, ” often used as 
equivalent to good and poor fruit. Graft­ 
ing is simply planting a cutting, but in­ 
stead of planting it as we do most cuttings 
in the soil, where, under favorable condi­ 
tions, it will take root, the cuttings are 
planted in the body, or the wood of an old 
tree, and instead of forming roots, the 
graft unites with the old and “ takes” and 
becomes in all respects a part of the 
“stock,” as the tree that is grafted is called. 
There are several kinds of grafting, the 
mechanical operation varying, but all hav­ 
ing the same end in view—to convert or 
change a tree from an undesirable kind to 
a variety we prefer. 
The cuttings of scions, or grafts, demand 
as much care in their selection as if they 
were young trees to be planted. They 
are usually cut in autumn, after the leaves 
have fallen, and should be of the last sum­ 
mer's growth, new shoots at least a foot 
long. These should he cut from hearing 
trees, making sure that these are of the 
kind we wisii to convert. The cions are 
to be tied—or better, secured with small 
copper wire, as string may decay—into 
bundles of convenient size, and accurately 
labeled. The bundles of cions are placed 
in boxes and carefully surrounded with 
sawdust or moss, and kept in a cool cellar. 
They must he inspected occasionally, and 
if the packing material is becoming dry, 
give it a slight wetting. Some pack their 
cions in boxes of sand or sandy soil, and 
bury them below the reach of frost, and 
where water will not settle 
Some methods of grafting are quite dif­ 
ficult, but the two most in use are very 
simple, and every boy can practice them. 
The cleft is the most simple and the most 
common. The cion is cut with a sharp 
knife, in the form of a wedge. A branch 
of a stock is cut off with a proper saw,and 
with a heavy knife, struck with a mallet,a 
split or cleft is made. This is kept open 
with a wooden wedge, and the cions usu­ 
ally two in a large stock, are carefully set 
so that the inner hark of the cut portion 
of the cion and that of the stock will come 
in contact. The wooden wedge being care­ 
fully removed, the spring of the stock will 
firmly hold the cions. All the bare places 
on both stock and cion are covered with 
grafting wax to protect them from rain 
and air. 
Crown grafting differs in cutting the 
cion upon one side only, to form a half 
wedge. The bark of the stock, it being 
cut of! as before, may readily he lifted 
with a wedge of iron or hard wood thrust 
between the bark and wood, to allow the 
cion to slip in between the two. The hare 
surfaces are waxed as before. 
FOOTHILL APPLES. 
That the best apples produced in Cali­ 
fornia are grown on the hill lands is a 
demonstrated fact. They are better fla­ 
vored and their keeping qualities are far 
superior to those grown in the valleys. 
The following is taken from a correspond­ 
ence in the Oroville Her/inter, which gives 
some facts regarding the profits in produc­ 
ing the fruit here in the hill lands: “I 
give you some facts as to the cost of pro­ 
ducing the fruit here in the hills, and aLso 
the profits made from the fruit grown. I 
select the apple to start with.' Plowing 
one acre, $4; pruning, $10; cultivating 
and harrowing, $4; picking and packing, 
$40; hauling to market (Chico), $30; mak­ 
ing a total of $88. The boxes cost twenty 
cents each, which makes $258 for the 
boxes, or $346 for the total expense per 
acre of eighty-six bearing trees. Now we 
give what we receive for all this trouble 
and expense, without counting the land, 
the trees and the time of waiting for them 
to come to maturity. Now I take the Ben 
Davis. The tree is healthy, a good grower 
and a prolific bearer. The fruit is very 
showy and a good late apple. I had trees 
that bore more pounds of apples than this, 
but I will take an average amount. 
In the first place we set eighty-six trees 
to the acre. Now, fifteen boxes of fifty 
pounds each, or 750 pounds to the tree, 
amounts to 64,200 pounds to the acre. 
This at one and a half cents per pound makes 
$067 50. From this must lie deducted the 
taxes and the interest on the valuation of 
the land, and it is plain to be seen why so 
many of our wheat growers are setting so 
much of their land to fruit trees. There 
are other fruits that pay as well or better 
than apples. 
For a second fruit we select figs. The 
cultivation is about the same except for 
pruning, which is less than half the cost 
of apples. I have one tree of the purple 
variety that had an enormous crop after 
the birds had destroyed the greater part 
of the first crop. 1 gathered and dried 567 
pounds of these figs. This at the mar­ 
ket price in San Francisco, at only 3 cents 
a pound, loose in cotton sacks, would 
bring $17 01 per tree, which would be 
$1,452 86 per acre of eightv-six trees. I 
have 300 one-year-old Smyrna trees, and if 
they yield in proportion to the purple figs 
I shall need some other method of getting 
them to market besides hauling them on a 
wagon, and my little orchard is but a speck 
in a large tract of country tiiat is suscepti­ 
ble of like results.” 
THAT BRONCHO COW. 
When I was young aud used to roam 
around over the country, gathering water­ 
melons in the dark of the moon, I used to 
think I could milk anybody’s cow; but I 
do not think so now. I do not milk a cow 
now unless the sign is right, and it hasn’t 
been right for a good many years. The 
last cow I tried to milk was a common 
cow, born in obscurity, a kind of a self­ 
made cow. I remember her brow was low, 
but she wore her tail high and she was 
haughty, oh, so haughty. I made a com- 
mon-place remark to her, one that is used 
in the very best of society, one that need 
not have given offense anywhere. I said 
“So"—and she “soed.” Then 1 told her to 
“histe”—and she histed. But I thought 
she overdid it. She put too much expres­ 
sion in it. Just then I heard something 
crash through the window of the barn and 
fall with a dull, sickening thud on the out­ 
side. The neighbors came to see what it 
was that caused the noise. They found 
that I had done it in getting through the 
window. 1 asked the neighbors if the barn 
was still standing. They said it was 
Then I asked if the cow was injured much. 
They said she seemed to lie quite robust. 
Then I requested them to go in and calm 
the cow a little, and see if they cou'd get 
my plug hat off her horns. I am buying 
all my milk now of a milk man, 1 select 
a gentle niilk man who will not kick, and 
I feel as though I could trust him. Then, 
if he feels as though he could trunt me, it is 
all right.— Bill Xye. 
FRUIT TREKS AT THERM AUTO. 
Yesterday a representative of the Mer­ 
cury visited the nursery of the Oroville 
Citrus Association at Thermalito. He 
was kindly shown through the grounds by 
the managing superintendent, Mr. Murray. 
The nursery presents a fine appearance and 
everything is growing well. About seven­ 
teen thousand young orange trees have been 
removed from the seeding beds this spring 
and set out iu nursery rows, where they 
will lie budded next spring. All those 
previously transplanted and budded are 
doing well. There are also many thousands 
i of young olive trees of the various varieties, 
in "different stages of growth—this spring's 
sprouting of cuttings number over twelve 
thousand. There is also a fine collection 
of ornamental trees and shrubbery among 
which are many beautiful varieties hereto­ 
fore unseen in this section. The orchard, 
the trees of which were set out three years 
ago this spring, are loaded with fruit. 
i The Association has been very fortunate iu 
I securing the service of Mr. Murray, as he 


is the right mau in the right place.— 
Oroville Mercury. 
OLIVE PLANTING. 
J. G. C., writing to the Chico Chronicle- ' 
Record say: “ When doctors disagree,” what 
shall we do about it? A recent paragraph 
in our local press denounces the planting 
of young olive trees, the writer being of the 
opinion that better results are secured by 
planting three aud four-vear-old trees 
than one-vear-old cuttings. 
Adolphe 
Flamant, an authority upon olive culture, 
with the experience of a life-time, strongly 
favors the planting of year-old rooted cut­ 
tings. as the shock sustained by trans­ 
planting is much less in the smaller plant, 
than in the larger one. Some years ago 
I planted an orchard of one-year-old cut­ 
tings, none of them a foot high, and they 
have made a magnificent growth, some of 
them being now six feet in hight, with a 
stem more than an inch in thickness. This 
orchard shows marked superiority over or­ 
chards planted with older trees in this 
vicinity. Some eare needs to be exercised , 
in irrigation. I killed a few trees the first 
year by irrigating when the mercury was i 
somewhere in the hundreds. After that 1 j 
gave them water only at night and morn­ 
ing, four or five times iu tiie season, and I 
have sustained no further loss. If I plant 
more olives, 1 shall set out young trees in 
preference to old ones. 
ENEMIES OF PLANTS. 
Tobacco water is au old and useful ap­ 
plication for the “ green fly ” and all other 
“ plant lice " or aphides, upon house plants 
or upon those in the open ground. To­ 
bacco stems, or any other kind of tobacco, 
may be covered with water in a keg or anv 
other convenient vessel and allowed to 
steep for some days. This will make an 
infusion much too strong for delicate 
plants, and should he diluted with water 
until the color of strong tea. The early, 
tender growth of some fruit trees is often 
beset by dark-colored aphides in such num­ 
bers that the shoots look black. Young 
trees may have the branches bent down, 
and their ends immersed in tobacco water. 
Those that cannot be treated in this way 
should have the tobacco water thoroughly 
applied by using a syringe.— American A<j- 
ricullurisl for June. 
RED CLOVER. 
The full value of red clover lias but re­ 
cently' become known, and in a compara­ 
tively limited territory, though it was in­ 
troduced into the United rotates some time 
prior to the Revolution, being known aud 
cultivated by all the leading husbandmen 
of ancient Europe; but up to within a 
comparatively recent date its management 
was sueh as not to show its super-excellent 
qualities. But this is a scientific era, and 
the experiments lately made have devel­ 
oped fact after fact which have demon­ 
strated beyond a doubt its superior qual­ 
ities, not only for one use, but for many. 
\\ here red clover will not “freeze out’ 
it is one of the best and cheapest crops a 
farmer can raise. If we look to our older 
States, or to where a system of regular ro­ 
tation i' practiced, we find that in all once 
in from three to four years tiie ground is 
seeded to red clover; and why? It has 
beeu found to be the cheapest crop 1'or 
nearly all kinds of stock, and is, without 
question, the greatest renovator of the 
soil. 
NOTES. 
No matter how cleanly the business is 
otherwise conducted, if the milker con­ 
tinues to smoke while milking, the milk 
and its products will be tainted with the 
odor and flavor of tobacco. Nothing is 
more sensitive to outside odors than milk, 
cream and butter, and the air of any place 
where milking is conducted must be kept 
pure. 
A good many dollars may be saved about 
the farm and in the kitchen if the farmer 
owns a soldering kit and gives a few hours’ 
time during the year to mending leaks and 
cracks. Soldering is a simple operation, 
and a complete and useful soldering outtit 
can be had at a trifling expense. 
Eggs from hens that are two years old 
will hatch better, and bring better off­ 
spring than those from the youngest stock. 
Y'oung hens are preferable for laying eggs 
for market. 


DRINKING HABITS. 
C hanges In T hem Since th e D ays of O ur 
G randfathers. 
[From the New York Post.] 
No feature of the centennial celebration 
attracted more general attention than the 
small amount of drunkenness in the great 
crowds. The streets were packed with 
people all day long, day after day, and yet 
cases of intoxication were so infrequent 
that they attracted attention by their very 
rarity. “It can fairly be said,” remarks 
the Examiner, a journal representing the 
Baptist denomination, “that the city dur­ 
ing the three days was remarkably free 
from drunkenness. The saloons were all 
open, and it is said that they did a large 
business. However that may be. the fact 
is certain that there were very few signs 
of intoxication. The remark is now made 
constantly by people who were about 
the streets for hours on every one of the 
three days, that they did not see a single 
person under the influence of liquor. This 
also is excellent evidence that the people 
at large are gifted with good sense, and 
know how to manage themselves even in 
strange cities and on gala days, and it may 
even be fairly said to show that they have 
in tiiis respect made great advances over 
the people of 100 years ago.” 
There is no doubt that the Examiner is 
entirely right in the opinion that in re­ 
spect of self-control the American people 
of 1880 are superior to those of 1789, and 
there is consequently less of drunkenness, 
and of the disorder which springs from 
drunkenness, on a gala occasion now than 
in the days of our gieat-grandfathers. 
Those were tiie days when people drank 
strong liquors, and were expected to get 
drunk on them; when ministers and dea­ 
cons went from the examination of a theo­ 
logical student’s orthodoxy, and his conse­ 
quent fitness to become a pastor, to a din­ 
ner where the board was graced with 
brandy and rum—“good old New England 
rum”; when the glass of toddy was religi­ 
ously presented to the young pastor at the 
house of every parishioner on whom lie 
called; when ministers occasionally be­ 
came intoxicated without incurring dis­ 
missal ; and when public men of the high­ 
est standing might slip under the table at 
a banquet without forfeiting the confidence 
of their constituents. In those days tens 
and hundreds of thousands of people could 
not have assembled and shown only a rare 
case of drunkenness. 
The change is in part due to the growth 
of the habit of total abstinence among the 
people. It no longer provokes criticism, 
or even causes remark, if a gentleman does 
not drink wine at a public dinner: society 
recognizes that it is a personal question, 
about which others have no right to con­ 
cern themselves. But this is only a single 
element in the change, and we doubt if it 
is the most important. There were plenty 
of people in last week's crowds who are in 
the habit of drinking liquor of some kind, 
and who did drink during the days of the 
celebration. The point is that they did 
not get drunk, and the chief reason for 
this undoubtedly was that they generally 
did not drink the more intoxicating kinds 
of liquor. The introduction of lager beer 
in the United States “ switched off” a 
large portion cf drinkers from “ hard ” 
liquors to malt. The man who years ago 
would take two or three glasses of whisky 
and get “ fighting drunk ” on them, now 
takes two or three mugs of beer, and does 
not get drunk at all. 
These changes iu drinking habits are not 
confined to the United States. 
They are 
hardly less noticeable in Great Britain. In 
recently presenting the budget to the 
House of Commons, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer called attention to the fact that 
during the la»t quarter of a centurv there 
has been a great, a material, and a striking 
fall in the consumption of spirituous liquors, 
as shown by the receipts from the excise 
tax. “ I have good news again for the 
friends of the temperance cause,” he said, 
“though it has made and continues to make 
a gap in the receipts of the Exchequer. 
This great revenue does not grow in pro­ 
portion to population. 
It might be 
thought, now that we are at a critical 
moment in the revival of trade, that this 
would again lead to an increase in the 
revenue from drink. 
But it has not done 
so." He proceeded to show in detail that 
spirituous drinks have fallen more and more 
j behind for the last dozen years: that a cor­ 
’ responding change has gone on in wines, 


so that more than half the wine now con­ 
sumed belongs to the lighter kind», while 
formerly the lighter kinds were only om- 
third of the whole; that since 1876 the 
total consumption of wine has sunk from 
17,1*00,000 gallons to 13,000,000 gallons, 
while the total consumption of the lighter 
kind of wines has risen from 6,000,000 gal­ 
lons to 8,000,000 gallons; that less wine of 
all kinds was consumed last year than in 
the previous year, and that the total drink 
revenue last year showed a falling off 
despite the increase in population, the sole 
increase being in beer, and that increase 
only iwo-thirds of one per cent. 
Sueh facts show conclusively that in 
both Great Britain and the United States 
the number of people who abstain entirelv 
from the use of liquor is steadily increas­ 
ing, and that those who use liquor of any 
sort are more and more inclined to drop 
rum, whisky and brandy for the lighter 
wines,'ale and beer. That these changes 
in habit have already gone far enough to 
produce noticeable effects is demonstrated 
bv the wonderful sobriety of last week's 
vast crowds. 
Public opinion now frowns 
on drunkenness, and a man suffers serious 
harm who allows himself to be overcome 
by liquor. The next step should lie the 
organizing of a public sentiment which 
will suppress the saloon by making it dis­ 
reputable for a mau to enter such a place. 
That the next centennial celebration will 
find the United States a nation of total 
abstainers, is in the highest degree im­ 
probable, but it is not too much to hope 
that it may find the country, although 
consuming a large amount of liquor, freed 
from the demoralizing influences of “stand- 
up drinking” in rum-shops. 
H u m o r of Irish B lunders. 
An Irishman, testifying in a Police 
Court, was asked to explain why he had 
“ shown the white feather” on a certain 
occasion.” 
“ 'Tis better to he a coward for five min­ 
utes than dead all your life,” he replied. 
Another Irishman, while accompanying a 
fishing party, had a bad fall down a steep 
mountain slope. Picking himself up he 
devoutly exclaimed: “ Glory be to God 
that 1 wasn’t walking back over the moun­ 
tains a dead man!” 
The humor of these blunders lies in the 
inability of the speaker to regard life as 
excluding death, and death as excluding 
life. But neither of them i' a nonsensical 
expression; on the contrary each illus­ 
trates what an Irish writer says of Irish 
blunders. “ They are frequently humor­ 
ous hyperboles, and ¡>re>ent very often the 
most energetic mode of expressing the 
speaker's opinion.” 
An Irish peasant talks of a “sthrong 
weakness,” and says that “the water is dry 
in the river," and tells you that “the only 
way to prevent what’s past is to put a stop 
to it before it happens.” He will confess 
“1 can always remember things in ad­ 
vance,” or, “there 1 sat, expecting that 
every moment would he my next.” and 
describe drops of rain as varying in size, 
“from a shilling to eighteen pence.” 
These expressions are “bulls,” but they 
are also picturesque blunders, such as 
could be made only by a peasantry gifted 
with wit, metaphor and ingenuity. “Even 
the cutters of turf and drawers of whisky 
are orators,” wrote Maria Edgeworth of 
the Irish peasants, more than eighty 
years ago. 
A writer on whose essay in the London 
Spectator we have drawn, points out that 
there are bulls of action and conduct as 
well as spoken bulls. 
An Irish lady, observing that her bed 
curtains had caught fire, hurried away to 
fetch water. .She caught up a can of 
water, and as she was about to pour it 
upon the flames remembered that it was 
iiot water, and mentally decided that it 
could he of no use. An Irish school boy 
placed a cup full of coffee on a sloping 
desk. 
Finding that it overflowed, iie 
sought to remedy his difliculty by turning 
the cup around. An Irish tenant wishing 
to raise the roof of his cabin, began by 
excavating the floor. 
An Irishman, on a gentleman saying to 
him, “ How did you like that whisky, 
Pat?” at once replied, “ Sure, your honor, 
it has made another man of me, and that 
other man would like a glass, too.” A 
temperance lecturer might make that hull 
do good service in illustrating the fact that 
“the first glass” does the mischief.

May 31st.—John Preston was 
brought to this city at an early hour this 
m orning and filed, charged with the m ur­ 
der of Lou Lail at San Pedro, Santa Fe 
rounty, yesterday afternoon.

Preston was interviewed by your corre­ 
spondent. and according to his own state­ 
m ent the m urder was justifiable. 
He was 
erecting a cabin on his claim, whereupon 
Lail interfered and began tearing down 
Preston's 
improvements, giving as his 
reason that the land belonged to the Albu­ 
querque Town Mto Company, a corjioration 
that has been the means of causing several 
lights in that neigbborho<)d, some nearly 
fatal, prior to yes erday’s bloody encounter 
Preston remonstrated with his antago­ 
nist, and trie I to convince him that he was 
the legsl bolder of the rouch-coveted spot, 
but all to no purpose. 
He was told that if 
he did not va"ale the premises he (Iatil) 
would perforate his body. This frightened 
th e accused man so badly that he sougbL 
protection from the village Justice of the 
Peace, but was told to return to his half­ 
erected cabin and finish his labors. 
When 
be arrived Lail was in ¡«ossession, and at 
once reiterate.! his former threats, accom­ 
panying them with an attempt to draw a re­ 
volver. wbereuppn Preston sent a 15 cali 
her bullet through his heart. 
H e surrendered hiuiself with the request 
that he he taken to this city immediately. 
A Coroner’s jury rendered a verdict that 
deceased can e to his death from a pistol- 
shot wound inflicted by Preston. There 
were two Mexico us employed hv the latter 
who w itness'd the killing. 
W hen their 
testim ony is given possibly more light 
m ay he thrown on the subject, hut it is 
doubtful if Priston's version will ever he 
contradicted because of the 
witnesses' 
very lim ited knowledge of the English 
language. 
The deceased is a brother of George Lail 
of Albuquerque, a prom inent citizen. John 
Preston is a native of Pennsylvania, well 
known in many W estern States. 
He is a 
peddler and is well known in Santa Fe, 
where he has for years 
made perioi- 
ical visits. 
He 
has 
always been re­ 
garded as a peaceable man, who would not 
k ill a person unless in defense of his own 
life. 
Lail was representing the Albuquerque 
Townsite Company, a corporation claimed 
by many to illegally exist ostensibly for 
the purpose of securing valuable land ad­ 
jacent to Santa Fe county’s rich mines. 
Since Preston’s ii careers!ion m any people 
have been snrpri-ed at his tscapo without 
.being lynched, in view of the prominence 


of those who claim the nam e of Lail. Their 
friends are legion. The news has spread 
like wildfire and is the absorbing topic of 
conversation. 
Preston will be given a pre 
lim inary bearing to-morrow. He has some 
means.

Im m en se E astern sh ip m en ts of O ran ges 
an d L em on s. 
S an B er n a r d in o, May 31st.— Orange 
shipm ents from San Bernardino county are 
larger this year than generally supposed. 
There have been 9G2 carloads shipped, or 
27,548 boxes, with about forty carloads yet 
to come in, m aking over 1,000 carloads 
mostly since January 1st. Of these tbe 
navels averaged from $2 75 to $3 50 per box, 
seedlings $1 65 per box, and other budded 
$1 90 to $2. These prices were received by 
the growers. The average price was $2 40 
per box, m aking altogether about $70,000 
received by the growers of the county on 
oranges. Of lemons ten carloads were 
shipped, m aking 28,600 boxes at average 
price of $3 per box: total. $88,000 for lem ­ 
ons. 
It is estimated that this county 
shipped nearly half of the oranges from 
Southern California and next year will 
ship 
one half as m any more. 
Many 
orchards will come iDto bearing next sea­ 
son. 
A great 
m any trees fiave been 
planted this season all over the county. 
The prospects are favorable for an im ­ 
mense crop next season. 


S ev era l C en ten arian s. 
Los A n g e l e s , May 31st.—C. L. Batch- 
eller, Master in Chancery', heard evidence 
in the United States Circuit Court this 
afternoon in the ease of John Morongo et 
al. vs. John G. North and Richard Gird. 
Suit was brought by plaintiffs, five Mission 
Indians, for a quitclaim title to certain 
lands, containing about 15.000 acres, in San 
Bernardino county, which the Indians 
claim as part of the Potrero Mission Reser­ 
vation. The defendants on the other hand 
claim the land belongs to them by grant 
from the Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany. 
After a long and tedious hunt. Deputy 
United States Marshal Dominguez found 
the five Indians camped under m esquites 
in various parts of the Y um a desert, where 
they eke out a subsistence by eating pechete 
beans. They presented a very interesting 
appearance and attracted a good deal of 
attention. From the report, it seems that 
they are the oldest Indians in this part of 
tlie country. Juan Siberia is 125 years old, 
and distinctly remembers San Gabriel, the 
old Mission, which was built in 1783. Juan 
Cahuilla is 
115 
years o ld ; 
Francisco 
Apache—so called by reason of his Apache 
wife—is 105; Raman Largo. 104; Haro- 
hosie Cabezón, 80. The chief of the tribe 
and son of the old chief of the same name 
died four years ago at tbe age of 140 years, 
with John M orongo79 years, completes the 
list of plaintitls who are subp'«naed to 
testify to the length of time the reservation 
has been in the possession of the Indians.

P e a n u ts a n d P ic k a n in n ie s . 
“ About how large is the peanut crop 
this year? ” was asked a West-side m arket- 
man recently. 
“ The consumption of peanuts is 3,200,­ 
000 bushels a season, and the highest pro­ 
duction is hut 700,000 more. 
The crop 
does not vary much one way or the other.’’ 
“ W here are they raised ?’’ 
“ All that come to New York are raised 
in Virginia, North Carolina and Tennes­ 
see, hut the Tennessee production is com­ 
paratively small.” 
“ I suppose the scene at harvest time 
rivals a cotton picking in pieturesque- 
ness.” 
“ Yes; during the ¡leanut harvest the 
¡«copie, the pickaninnies, the dogs, pigs and 
nearly everything that eats gets fat in the 
land of the peanut. 
Peanuts are planted 
at corn planting tim e; each kernel pro­ 
duces a running vine like crab grass, and 
eacli root develops aliout twenty pods. 
W hen rij>e, the plow is run through the 
loamy soil, on a dry day, just iiefore 
frost. 
T he nuts are dried and shocked 
up like corn to keep dry before housing. 
W hen marketed they go to a cleaner, 
where they are put through steam power 
machines and jiolished, after which they 
are graded according to size and variety.”

desorilles as ‘ nature’s noblemen,’ against 
whom the plague in the East never made 
an attack. 
Had lie lived in the time of 
Homer he would have robbed Achilles of 
his sobriquet of swift-footed, fur he would 
run faster than a white man, further than 
an Indian, and lioth showed th at man was 
organized to lie master of the hea-t. 
To 
elucidate the last clause of the preceding 
paragraph requires the recital of an anec­ 
dote. 
Captain Ilarney carefully attended 
to his company's garden, which on the 
frontier 
was 
necessary 
for 
the 
com­ 
fort 
as 
well 
as 
the 
health 
of 
the 
men. 
The 
beds 
had 
been 
carefully 
spaded and roped, when one of the num er­ 
ous dogs, a half-grown mongrel hound, 
came walking across the carefully-prepared 
ground, and the Captain, storming at him 
in tones and language not suited to the 
pulpit, frightened the dog so th at instead 
of going out by the walk he ran across the 
bed toward a gap in the fence. 
The Cap­ 
tain started in full run after the dog, 
which had to jum p on the fence and then 
oil it—fatal disparity to the dog!—!or the 
Captain cleared the fence at a bound, 
which brought him a jum o rearer to the 
dog, and then he liegan an even run up 
the long slope which led to the fort, before 
reaching which H arney mastered the dog, 
and Rover suffered in projiortton to the 
length of the chase. 
Captain H arney was 
also a liold horseman, fond of the chase, a 
good boatman, and skillful in the ttse of 
a s|>e.ir as a fisherman. 
N either drinking 
nor gaming, lie was clear of those rocks 
and slioals of life in a frontier garrison, 
and is no doubt indebted to this abstinence 
for much of the vigor he has jiossessed to 
his present advanced age."
